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SENATE'S SECRET WORK 


WRANGLING OVER THE PRESI- 
DENT’S NOMINATIONS. 
fHE SURPLUS RESOLUTION AMENDED BY 
REPUBLICANS — MR. HEWITT MUCH 
ASTONISHED. 

WASHINGTON, July 27.—By spending six 
hours in secret session to-day the Senate made 
tome progress toward disposing of the “ con- 
tested” nominations, which have been pending 
since last December. The proceedings were again 
of the very secret order, committee clerks, tele- 
graph operators, and everybody else being 
driven from the entire upper story of the Senate 
Wing. Having taken every possible precaution 
so preserve their doings from the knowledge 
bf the public, the Senators resumed the discus- 
sion of the nomination of Thomas Hanlon to be 
Collector of Internal Revenue for the Seventh 
Indiana District, which had been taken up yes- 
terday. Mr. Voorhees made another plea for bis 
confirmation, and Mr. Harrison again told the 
Benate that Hanlon was avery bad man, and 
pught to be rajected. Mr. Harrison carried his 
point with not a vote to spare, for when the roll 
was called an equal number of Senators were re- 
torded on each side. Hanlon was therefore de- 
tlared rejected by a tie vote. 

Then the Senate proceeded to make a record of 
which it ought to be heartily ashamed. It took 
np the nomination of Morris A. Thomas, one of 
Mr. Gorman’s chief ward workers and heelers in 
Baltimore, tobe an Indian Inspector. He had 
been favorably reported from the Indian Com- 
mittee by the aid of Mr. Ingalls and against 
the protest ,of Chairman Dawes. The Mas- 
sachusetts Senator asked the Senate not 
to aceept the committee’s report, and he 
pointed out that all the respectable res- 
idents of Baltimore, the scene of some of 
Thomas’s bailot-box stuffing exploits, were ear- 
nestly opposed to his confirmation, while the best 
people of Maryland regard ed his appointment as 
a disgrace to the State. Mr. Gorman had “‘ Sena- 
torial courtesy” on his side, however, and by a 
solid Democratic vote, uugmented by the votes 
of about six Republicans, ‘Shomas was confimnned 
in the office which ought to be iilled by a man of 
Rp very different character. The Republicans 
who heiped in this work are not boasting loudly 
to-night, and are not anxious to have their 
names known. It was understood that among 
them were Messrs. Ingalls, Cameron, Miller, 
Sabin, Teller, and Plumb. 

Six years ago Clinton Rosette, who edited a 
uewspaper at De Kalb, DL, published a very 
severe attack upon Gen. Grant couched in lan- 
guage that was more forcible than elegant. In 

ecemnber last Rosette was nominated to be 
Postmaster at De Kalb. Some of his fellow- 
Democrats did not waut him to have the office. 
They fished out the Grant article, secured its 
publication in several newspapers, and sent it 
te the Senate Post Office Committee. Rosette 
came to Washington and tried to smooth the 
matter over, but when his nomination was 
reached this afternoon every Senator in the 
ehamber voted forhis rejection. Then the Sen- 
ate gotinte a long wrangle over the much-dis- 
puted question as to the power of the President 
to suspend Judges of Territorial courts under 
the Tenure of Office act. The matter came up on 
the nomination of J. H. McLeary, of San An- 
tonio, Texas, to be an Associate Justice of the 
Supreme Court of Montana, in place of John 
Coburn, who was suspended last year. Charles 
R.' Pollard was first nominated for this place, but 
he was rejected some time ago, and McLeary’s 
name was then seutin by the President. There was 
ho special objection to the nominee, but Messrs. 
Edmunds, Evarts, and others made long argu- 
ments to prove that the President had no right 
to suspend Coburn or any other Territorial 
4 udge, and therefore McLeary should be rejected. 
“fr. Pugh and other Democrats contended against 
this proposition, and after a prolonged struggle 
they came out ahead, for a good majority 
of the Sevators voted to confirm Judge 
McLeary. This of course does not set- 
tie the question ‘of the President’s powers, 
but it puts the  President’s - nominee 
in pe piace ofa Territorial Judge whe was sus 

pended by the President, and those who-believe~ 

the Judges can be suspended have complaint to 
make of the Senate’s action. A number of nomi- 
nations of less importance were disposed of, and 
then the Senate opened the doors and adjourned. 
As the injunction of secreey was not removed 
trom the star chamber proceedings, the rules re- 
cuire that nothing done to-day shall be made 
public until two more secret sessions have been 
zeld. Olficially, therefore, nothing is known, 
but asa matter of fact everything that is worth 
knowing is known.

Following the decision reached by the Repub- 
lican Senators yesterday, the Finance Commit- 
tee reported the Morrison surplus resolution to 
the Senate to-day, with important modifications. 
The House resolution was left intact, but the 
committee added io it the provisions stated in 
these dispatches yesterday. These are that no 
call of bonds shall be made under the terms of 
the resolution until a sum equal to the call isin 
the Treasury in addition to the $100,000,000 sur- 

ius; that the Secretary of the Treasury may also, 

n his discretion, keep in the Treasury a workihg 
balance of not more than $20,000,000 in addi- 
tion to the surplus, and that in case of any ex- 

ordinary emergency he may suspend the 
operation of the resolution for such a period as 
may be necessary to maintain the public credit 
unimpaired. The vote in committee by which 
the resolution was thus amended was 6 to 5. 
Messrs. Morrill—whose vote was recorded in his 
absence —Sherman, Allison, Aldrich, and 
Miller, Republicans, and McPherson, Democrat, 
threw the affirmative ballots, and Messrs. 
Voorhees, Beck, Harris, and Vance, Democrats, 
and Jones of Nevada, Republican, went on 
record in favor of the resolution us it came from 
the House. The Republicans expect to —_ the 
modified resolution. They will be helped by 
sbout seven Demvcrats, while several “of the 
Western inen will follow Mr. Jones’s lead in vot- 
ing against the amendments. In its modified 
form the resolution dves not at all satisfy Mr. 
Morrison, who wiil, of course, oppose concur- 
rence shoulda it be adopted by the Senate 
and sent to the House. To the friends of 
the original resolution the modifications seem to 
deprive it of ali force, leaving, as it proposes to 
do, almost as much discretionary power in the 
Secretary of the Treasury as he now enjoys. To 
the Morrison men it looks asifthe Seuate com- 
mittee had attempted, by adopting the original 
words insisting upon a reduction of surplus, to 
gain all the credit for it that the House may have 
now. while by eating the peoriee 3 has Pleased 
every y who desires to see the original propu- 
sition nullified.

Hewitt is 
reported to hold opinions of Mr. Higgins which 
be dares not trust himself to utter in parliament-

from 50 stations along the lines of the Burling- 
ton, Cedar Rapids and Northern Road show that 
most of the sniall grain has been harvested with 
better results than had been anticipated. Wheat 
Is better in quality than it has been before for 10 

ears, and the yield le equal to last year’s crop. 
Huy in many places is burned, but in others is of 
superior quality, but only about 80 per cent. of 
last year’s yield. Oats —. well, and none is 
poorer than t e No. 2. arley and rye 
Blso good, but fax is not more than three-quar- 
ters ofacrop. Norain has falienin many places 
for 11 weeks, but-a light rain fell last a west 
and north, doing the corn much good. Corn has 
stood the drought remarkably well, but this week 
will spoil meospoets of a good crop unless we 
have a good rain.

A BIG FAILURE IN OHICAGO. 


THE CHARLES W. ALLEN TOBACCO MANU- 
FACTURING COMPANY SUSPENDS. 

CuicaGo, July 27.—The buildings, stock, 
and machinery of the Charles W. Allen Manu- 
facturing Company, makers of plug, fine cut, and 
smoking tobacco at Monroe and Canal streets, 
was this afternoon taken possession of by a 
Deputy Sheriff on two confessions of judgment 
aggregating $120,150. The head of the company 
is Charles W. Alien, who came here from Cincin- 
nati five or six years ago, and has done a good 
business up to within afew months. Onc of the 
judgments was in favor of Elijah Allen, father of 
Charles W., for $50,100, and the other 
was for $75,050 in favor of the Barker 
Tobacco Company of Cincinnati, with whom 
the Allen company has had very large dealings. 
In addition to these debts the company owes 
the Merchants’ Loan and Trust Company, of this 
city, $130,000, and there are other claims against 
the concern which will bring the liabilities up to 
nearly, if not quite, $300,000. 

Mr. J. W. Doane, President of the Loan and 
Trust Company, learned of the failure to-night 
from the lips of a reporter. He was very much 
surprised, saying that he had had an interview 
with Mr. Allen to-day and nothing was said 
about any judgment against the company. Mr. 
Doane says that his company will lose nothin 
by the failure, as it is amply secured 
by collaterals indorsed by Elijah Allen, 
by mortgages on the property, and by warehouse 
receipts for tobacco in store. It has held a first 
mortgage for $30,G00 on the property for some 
time, and within a fortnight has further secured 
its claim by a second mortgage of $60,000. The 
assets consist of stock valued at $25,000, book 
accounts estimated at $75,000, and machinery 
which when new cost $100,000. 

The failure is attributed mainly to the shrink- 
age in value of the stock and the losses which 
the company suffered by reason of the great 
Southwestern railroad strike. It did a 
large business in the Southwest, ship- 
ping sometimes three carloads of tobacco 
a week to that section. Detentions aris- 
ing from the railroad strike caused the 
company to lose much of its trade. When the 
eighi-hour agitation began the company, which 
had a pay roll of about $900 a week, was one of 
the first to accede to the demands of its work- 
men, and it has since been labori uuder the 
burden which that movementimposed. The fail- 
ure is the largest which has occurred in Chicago 
this year. 


MATTIE RANDELL’S MURDERER. 


BURIED OUT OF SIGHT BY THE AUTHOR- 


ITIES. 

Morris, Conn., July 27.—There was 
nobody to weep over the grave of Charles Lock- 
wood, the murderer of Mattie Randell, and the 
relatives of the dead man made no application 
to the Litchfield authorities to obtain possession 
of the body, although they had been notified that 
it was attheir disposal. After waiting in vain 
for some communication from Lockwood's father, 
the Selectmen to-day buried the remains near 
a stone wall, not far from the town’s cemetery. 
The Litchfield people have no desire to keep the 
body, however, and it was interred with the un- 
derstanding thut Lockwood's father can claim 
it whenever he wants to. 

By this time all Morris has made up its mind 
that Lockwood hanged himself. An examination 
of the chestnut tree which served him as a gal- 
lows shows that there is a large branch, about 
two feet above the dead limb to which the rope 
was attached, and that from this upper limb he 
probably watched the movements of the search- 
ers. The bark and moss are worn off, and it is 
believed that the murderer sat for hours with the 
rope tied about his neck, ready to leap at any 
moment, and determined never to le taken 
alive. It has been noted that the body of Lock- 
wood was found just over the line in the 
town of Litchfield. Not half a mile further 
north the line runs through the house of William 
Titus, and not only that bift through the middle 
of his bedroom and the middie of his bed, so that 
he sleeps with his head in Litebfield and his feet 
in Morris. Some years ago there was an inves- 
tigation. and after* much dispute Titus, it was 
adjudged, must vote in Litchtield, on the ground 
that his head slept in’ that town. A further in- 
gquiry developed the-faef that although he slept 
in two towns he ate his meals in Morris, had 
family prayers in Litchfield, attended church 
in Morris, and that he drank his cider down 
cellar in Litchtield and up stairs in Morris.

THEY ARB EXEMPT FROM TAXES. 

HARRISBURG, Penn., July 27.—Judge Me- 
Pherson to-day handed down an opinion that de- 
fines the law of 1885 concerning the tax on 
manufacturing companies. The act of June 30, 
1885, abolished the tax on the capital stock of 
marufacturing companies. The State officers 
claimed that oil refining was not manufacturing, 
and claimed full taxes from the Atlantic Refin- 
ing Company. The company appealed, claiming 
that it was a manufacturing corporation and as 
such did not owe any tax. The character of the 
business and the method of retining oil was thor- 
oughly explained in court, and the decision sus- 
tains the company’s claim so far as relates to all 
taxes accruing after June 30,1885. After that 
date the company is declared exempt, but the 
court holds that tax is due from Noy. 1, 1884, the 
beginning of the tax year, to June 30, 1885, a 

eriod of eight months, and this point is of 

nterest to manufacturing corporations all over 
the State, as most of them have entered appeals 
from the Auditor-General’s accounts, in which 
they are charged with eight months’ tax. The 
Chester Oil Company is also declared to bea 
manufacturing company and exempt from tax- 
ation after June 30, 1885. The E. C. Knight 
Company and the Pennsylvania Salt Manufactur- 
ing Company are held to be liable for eight 
months’ tax. The opinions in the last three cases 
simply referto the decision in the case of the 
Atlantic Refining Company. Judgments were 
entered in favor of the Commonwealth as follows: 
Pennsylvania Salt Manufacturing Company, 
$6,983 54; Chester Ofl Company, $1,425 14; 
The E. C. Knight Company, $844 53, and the At- 
lantic Refining Company, $844 53. 


ATTEMPTING TO KILL. 
PHILADELPHIA, July 27.—While the Ger- 

man ship Favorita was being towed down the 

Delaware yesterday Eric Norgood, a Finn sailor, 


sprang out of the forecastle and madea dash at 
the Captain with the intention of killing him. 
Finding his attempt unsuccessful, he immediately 
ran to the side and, springing on the rail, jumped 
overboard. The tugboat let go of the hawser and, 
turning around, picked the man up. When he 
was brought aboard of the ship the Captain or- 
dered him to be put in irons, but on the man’s 

romise to behave himself he was liberated. 
Vhen the vessel was a little further down the 
river he seized a belaying pin and attempted to 
assault the mate, then, grabbing an axe out of 
the ease, rushed around the decis threatening to 
kill everybody on board. He was tinally se- 
cured and placed in irons, and the tugboat was 
summoned, which landed N orgood on the Jersey 
shore, where he was taken in charge by two 
special officers, who brought him to this city. He 
will be held until the vessel returns from her 
voyage. 








ERNAULT WILLIAMS’S GRIEVANCE. 
BALTIMORE, July 27.—Ernault Williams 
has attracted much attention because of a law- 
suit against his father for the recovery of prop- 


erty in which he was successful. The Safe De- 
posit and Trust Company was appointed his 


Trustee, and he has now made application to the 
court to overthrow that trust. e states that 
though the income from his estate is about 
$15,000 per year, through the deceit and fraud 
of his wife he is made wholly dependent upon 
her and cannot obtain a dollaruniess the Trustee 
pleases to giveittohim. Tnis case is likely to 
attract as much attention as the suit aguinst his 


father. The complainant is a grandson of the 
lute banker, John 8. Gittings.

SALISBURY’S PLANS 


ON LIBERAL 
UNIONISTS FOR AID. 
SPEECH OF THE NEW PREMIER AT THE 
CARLTON CLUB YESTERDAY—HART- 

INGTON’S CAUTIOUS PLEDGES. 

LONDON, July 27.—The Marquis of Salis- 
bury, Lord Randolph Churchill, and Sir Michael 
Hicks-Beach had a long conference this after- 
noon. It is reported that Lord Salisbury is hav- 
ing great difficulty in the work of filling the post 
of Chie? Secretary for Lreland, no suitable man 
desiring to take the office under the new Govern- 
ment. Lord Hartington had been consulted 
about the Irish Secretaryship before to-day’s con- 
ference, and the hitch which bas occurred over 
the question may necessitate his return from 
Goodwood, whither he has gone to attend the 
races. 

Long before the time appointed for the meet- 
ing at the Carlton Club the building was sur- 
rounded by a large crowd. The people were 
evidently strong sympathizers with the dom- 
inant party, and cheered each leader as he ap- 
peared. Lord Iddesleigh, Lord John Manners, 
and Lord Charles Beresford were welcomed with 
applause that was specially enthusiastic. The 
Right Hon. W. H. Smith, who was Chief Secre- 
tary for Ireland for a fortnight preceding the 
close of Lord Salisbury’s last Government, was 
cheered heartily when he arrived, and the ap- 
plause which greeted the Marquigof Salisbury 


when he made his appearance amounted to an 
ovation. The new Premier was even more 
heartily received by the meeting inside. 

Lord Salisbury having formally announced 
that he had accepted the office of Prime Minis- 
ter, said that he had, on behalf of the Conserva- 
tive Party, offered the keane id to Lord 
Hartington, and that the Queen h approved 
the protier. Lord Hartington, however, saw tit 
to decline the task of forming the Government; 
but he promised for himself and his col- 
leagues that they would loyally support 
the Government formed by the Conserva- 
tives. Concerning the nature of this prom- 
ised support, the Premier said that Lord 
Hartington had given assurances that the Lib- 
eral Unionists would support the Conservative 
Government ‘on every question concerning the 
maintenance and integrity of the empire.’’ So 
far as the Irish policy of the Government was 
concerned, Lord Hartington had promised that 
the Liberal Unionists would “‘ give any measure 
proposed by the Government for the redress of 
Irish grievances most careful consideration.” 
* Concerning this subject,” said the Premier, “I 
would inform the meeting that in. any scheme of 
reform contemplated in the machinery of the 
Irish question I willdo my best to obtain the 
co-operation ot the Marquis of Hartington.” 
{[Cheers. } 

“The Liberal Unionists,” continued Lord 
Salisbury. ‘“‘have reserved to themselves free- 
dom of action outside of these limits; but I need 
scarcely say that we can reckon on their support 
against vexatious and fractious opposition or ob- 
struction without the giving of distinct pledges.” 
Reverting to the Irish question at. the conclusion 
of his speech, the Marquis said: “I might say 
also that the Ministry will forthwith prepare a 
bill to grapple with the Irish difficulty in the di- 
rection of extended local self-government.” 

Mr. Arthur Loftus Tottenham, Tory member 
for Winchester, here asked what protection 
would in the meantime be atforded to “ the loyal- 
ists in Ireland, whose lives were becoming a bur- 
den to them.” 

The Marquis of Salisbury replied that the Gov- 
ernment meant to “‘ rigorously enforce the ex- 
isting laws, and apply for additional powers, if 
necessary. But,’ he added, * it is unwise to dis- 
cuss these matters before the estimates are fin- 
ished.” Parliament would be at once summoned, 
Lord Salisbury announced, and would sit con- 
tinuously during August for the purpose of pass- 
ing the estimates. He then asked those present 
to preserve absolute secrecy concerning all the 
statements of Government policy which he had 
made, and requested the meeting to approve the 
action taken by himself and colleagues respect- 
ing the line of proposed mutual action between 
the Couservatives and the Liberal Unionists.

THE AMSTERDAM RIOT. 

AMSTERDAM, July 27.~It is believed that 
20 persons were killed and 80 wounded in the 
riots yesterday and Sunday, caused by the police 
preventing the ‘“eel-killing”’ games. The 
wounded include no less than 42 policemen and 
soldiers. It is not thought that the figures given 
represent fully the casualties of the riots, as 
many of those who were wounded eseaped, or 
were removed by friends from the scene of the 
trouble. At noon to-day mobs began tu reassem- 
ble to renew their attacks on the police,

CURRENT FOREIGN TOPICS. 

LONDON, July 27.—Negotiationus are pro- 
ceeding between England and France looking to 
the withdrawal of French troops from the New- 
Hebrides.

LIVERPOOL, July 27.—The English steam- 
ship companies have refused to accept as pas- 
sengers, On any terms, the Greek gypsies who 
came here recently with the intention oF emigrat- 
ing to America. The Greek Consul is trying to 
arrange for the slipment of the gypsies to New- 
York via Antwerp. 


Panis, July 27.—It is semi-officially stated 
that the English Government has assured 
Premier de Freycinet that it does not intend to 
interfere in any way with the Madagascar treaty 
with France, and will neither establish nor sup- 
port an Anglo-Malagassy bank in Madagascar. 
Prime Minister de breycinet has decided to send 
a number of youths to Madagaccar to learn the 
Malagassy languaye, With a view to having them 
act as interpreters. 

Roms, July 27.—The cholera returns for 
to-day are: Brindisi, 3 new_ cases, 2 deaths; 
Manauria, 26 new cases, 9 deaths, and 23 new 
cases and 12 deaths elsewhere. 

WATERFORD, July 27.—A special meetin 
of the Municipal Council of Waterford was held 
this afternoon for the puree of taking action 


concerning the portrait of Gen. Thomas Francis 
Meagher, recently presented to the city. The 
Mayor of Waterford presided The Council 
finally resolved to hang the portrait of Gen.

HIS SEAT IN DANGER. 


BECAUSE HE VOTED FOR THE OLEO- 


MARGARINE BILL. 

Boston, July 27.—It has just leaked out 
that the most intense opposition to the 
nomination of Congressman Allen in the 
Eighth Massachusetts District has recently 
developed in Republican ranks, and from a 
most peculiar cause. Shortly after the passage 
of the House bill imposing a tax upon oleomar- 
garine, for which bill Congressman Allen 
voted, Edwin ©. Swift, of the firm 
of Jewett & Swift, heavy dealers in 
beef and pork in this city, New-York, and 
Chicago, came to Lowell from the latter 
city, and held a long consultation with 
his partner, the Hon. Francis Jewett, and 
other prominent local Republicans. The upshot 


of the interviews was a determination to do any- 
thing to beat Allen. The Hon. Frederic T. 
Greenhalge, a prominent Republican, ex-Mayor 
of Lowell, and several times a Represeuta- 
tive to the General Court, was approached, and 
urged to contest the nomination with Mr. Allen. 
Mr. Greenhalge took the matter under consid- 
eration and a week elapsed before he gave his 
answer. Meanwhile, a rumor of what was 
being done had gained circulation, and 
Mr. Greenhalge was deluged with letters 
from leading Republicans throughout the 
State urging him to decline to run 
against Mr. Allen. Among those who 
thus wrote were Gov. Robinson, Lieut.-Gov. 
Ames, the Hon. John D. Long, Senators Hoar 
— Dawes, and many other prominent Repub- 
cans. 

Learning that this influence was being brought 
to bear upon Mr. Greenhalge, and that it was

COULDN'T CONVICT HIM. 


HOW A DETROIT BOODLE ALDERMAN 
ESCAPED CONVICTION. 

DETROIT, July 27.—The last of three trials 
of as many Aldermen for seeking or accepting 
bribes took place to-day. In them all it has 
been extremely difficult to procure the 
necessary testimony, from the nature of 
the case, while the defense have resorted to 
every possible technicality to aid them in secur- 
ing a disagreement or an acquittal. The general 


impression also has been strong that the prose- 
cution has been conducted in a half-hearted way, 
arising from political and personal affiliations. 

The climax of what most consider to be a dis- 
graceful travesty of justice was reached to-day, 
when ex-Alderman Jerry Falvey, the owner of a 
big gin palace, was put upon trial for accept- 
ing a bribe from a man who was appointed 
to the small city office of weighmas- 
ter at the Haymarket. He charged that 
he paid $350 to a third party at Falvey’s direc- 
tion, and in consideration was to receive this 
office tor two years. At the endof the tirst 
year, however, when the reappointments were 
made place was given to another. 
He at once made such loud and out- 
spoken complaints that his statements were 
taken as the ioundation for proceeding against 
Falvey. When he was put on the witness stand 
to-day he refused to answer the question as to 
whether he paid the sum named to the petty 
named, onthe ground that to do so would be 
to criminate himself. The man to whom the 
money was given was next put upon the stand, 
and made the some response. This ended the 
case.

THEY ROB THE BAPTIST PUB- 

LIOATION SOOIETY OF $30,000. 

ONE OF THE THIEVES TURNS INFORMER 
AND 80 ESCAPES PROSECUTION FOR 
HIS THEFTS. 


PHILADELPHIA, July 27.—The American 
Baptist Publication Society will meet to-morrow 
and make formal announcement of the embez- 
zlement of many thousand dollars of the society’s 
funds by William P. Pierson, the head book- 
keeper. Mr. Pierson has been connected with 
the society for more than 20 years, having begun 
as a boy and worked himself up, and has 
enjoyed the fullest confidence of the board. His 
accounts were audited, but in a merely perfunc- 
tory manner, as the slightest suspicion was never 
fastened on him. In May last, while driving in 
the park. he was thrown from his carriage and 
broke aleg. As theend of the fiscal year was 
approaching the board decided to hire an expert 
accountant to make the annual financial state- 
ment. John Heins, President of the Account- 
ants’ Association, was employed to do the work. 
He had been at the books only half an hour, 
when he reported to the Treasurer of the board 
that something was wrong with the ac- 
counts. He was told that it was im- 
possible, and that the seeming irregu- 
larities could not involve any loss of money. 
Mr. Heins went to work again, and in a few days 
reported that $5,000 was missing, and could 
not be accounted for except on the score of em- 
bezzlement. He was told to say nothing, finish 


the accounts, and make a final report. This was 
done some days ago, and the total deficit footed 
up $30,000. 

This caused a great deal of consternation in 
the board and a thorough investigation was or- 
dered. An assistant bookkeeper, who had been 
kept under surveillance since the deficit was 
first discovered, was brought before the board, 
and, after trying to conceal his guilt, 
tinally admitted that he was an accom- 
plice of Pierson and offered to tell the 
whole story, refund what money he had, show 
where Pierson’s money was invested, and ex- 
som all details, ifhe would not be prosecuted. The 
yard accepted his offer. Pierson, who was in bed 
still, was easily induced to give up what property 
he had, which, with what the assistant turned 
over, amounted, the officers say, to about $5,000, 
leaving a net deficit of $25,000. The board has 
already adopted a new system of bookkeeping, 
and decided upon such checks in the accounts 
that another similar defaleation will be 
impossible. Pierson was arrested by Con- 
stable CahijJl on a warrant issued by 
Magistrate Lennon on Monday, but as 
he was unable to leave the house the officer took 
possession of the premises. A detective belong- 
ing to-Chief Kelly’s force was placed in charge 
of the defaulter, and will remain until Pierson is 
able to have a hearing. The affair caused a 
big sensation, as Pierson was well known, 
highly respected, and a prominent 
member of the Baptist Church. A member of 
the board said pyrene, | that. there was not the 
slightest excuse for Pierson’s stealing. He had 
always received a comfortable salary, and, so 


faras known, had never been in any trouble 


where a large sum of money was necessary. 

The embezzled funds have been used for vari- 
ous purposes. At one time Pierson speculated 
in stocks quite heavily and made considerable 
money. He then intended to refund the stolen 
funds and use only hisown money. A few un- 
successful ventures used up all his former gains, 
andinstead of refunding he stolesome more. Aft- 
er losing heavily he started a grocery store near 
the corner of Fortieth and Ogden streets. which 
he sold just before the discovery of his stealings., 
He was also a very high liver. His house at the 
northwest corner of Forsyth and Ogden streets 
was furnished elegantly. He entertained hand- 
somely, gave liberally and was looked upon 
as a man of considerable means. He owned 
a horse and carriage, and was in the habit of 
driving in West Park nearly every evening. 
This investment proved most. unprofitable, as 
but for breaking his leg he might have continued 
his peculations for years without discovery. 
Immediately after his accident Pierson was very 
nervous for fear of discovery, and told his triends 
that he thought he would take a trip for his 
health as soon as he was able to get about. 
Pierson is about 35 years old, and has a second 
wife and one daughter, the child of his first wife. 
The warrant for his arrest Was sworn out by the 
Rev. Benjamin Griffiths, D. D., Secretary of the 
American Baptist Publication Society. 

Mr. Pierson was seen at his residence late this 
evening. He was lyingin bed, and looked very 
emaciated. He was much excited, and at times 
would rise up in his bed and fall back on 
his sana completely exhausted. He said: 
“TIT have done many injudicious things, but 
never a dishonest one. I was working like 
a slave for a small salary, and about four years 
ago I began to look around for some means of 
increasing my income. I concluded to go into 
stock speculation, and got some points from a 
broker which enapled me to make some 
money. Then my assistant and [I went 
in together. Sometimes we made and often 
we lost. When we were ahead we would 
invest in real estate and personal property, but 
when we ran behind we would draw on the as- 
sociation to make good our margins. The agony 
of mind I suffered during this time was horrible, 
and I resolved to get out as soon as possible. 
About May 1 we counted up an 
we would have enough to pay off all 
due the society by the middle of the month, pro- 
viding a few of our latest ventures proved suc- 
cessful. On the Ist of May I wrote out my resig- 
nation, to take place on the 15th, and my assis 
ant did the same. We intended to turn every- 
thing we had into cash, and go to Dr. Grit. 
fith’s, Secretary of the board, confess the 
deficit, hand him the money and our resigna- 
tions. On the 7thof May I was hurt, and in 
consequence of not being able to attend to busi- 
ness, several of our ventures were not 
successful. I immediately fixed matters 
up as best I could, and have _ turned 
over to the society cash, real estate and securi- 
ties which TI value at about $17,000. The total 
deficit cannot be $30.000. I do not think it is 
much over $20,000. Ihave restored more than 
my half, but as we were partners I consider 
myself morally liable for the whole. Much 
of what I turned over to the society was 
owned by us jointly, and more of it was owned 
by myself. l have even given the furniture of 
this house, and own nothing but my clothes. I 
do not know what my accomplice has done ex- 
cept that he appears to be trying to make a 
scapegoat of me.”

COLD WATER STATESMEN. 


TO-DAY’S CONVENTION OF WISCONSIN 
PROHIBITIONISTS. 

MapIison, Wis., July 27.—The Prohibition 
State Convention will convene in this city to- 
morrow. The Capitol House, which is the head- 
quarters of the Executive Committee. is already 
packed with delegates, and every train during 
the night and morning will bring more. It is 
anticipated that there will be fully 400 in to- 
morrow’s convention. The large attendance is 
chiefly due to the Monona Lake Assembly, the 


Wisconsin “Chautauqua” which opens here to- 
morrow, and a majority of the delegates are per- 
sons who are to go into camp there. 

The Executive Committee held a secret meet- 
ing of five hours’ duration this evening talkin 
over the situation, making up a partial slate, an 
dratting the outline of the platform. It may be 
safely said that the committee have selected the 
following State ticket: For Governor—Jobn M. 
Olin, of Madison; for Secretary of State—C. M. 
Blackman, of Whitewater; for Attorney-General 
—E. W. Chaffin, of Waukesha; for Superintend- 
ent of Public Instruction—Prof. Blaisdell, of 
Beloit College. It is understood that the balance 
of the slate will be left to the inspiration of the 
moment in convention. ‘ 

Two years ago the Wisconsin Prohibitionists 
polied 8,545 votes for Governor. The interven- 
ing time has been diligently spent in pushing the 
organization, especially in the northern counties, 
in the form of town clubs. The party organizer 
in town to-night claims to have had phenomenal 
success, especially in the past six months, and 
Chairman Richmond is talking confidently of a 
vote of 30,000 next Fall, of which he thinks 60 
per cent. will come from Republicans and 40 
from Democrats. He says the party is well 
cate: financially, town ciubs res ding 
with astonishing liberality to every call, show- 
ing their enthusiasm. The strength of the party 
is chiefly in the rural districts. The platform 
will cover the P aes topics of current public 
discussion, and will take position against the 
Anarchists. Delegates and members of the Ex- 
ecutive Commitiee are all very confident of the 
great growth of the third party in Wisconsin, 
and while not anticipating a great success this 
year seem to think they have a land of promise 
ahead. There will bea complete party organiza- 
tion this year, with tickets in the field in every 
county and Congressional and legislative dis- 
trict, in addition to the State ticket. A large 
number of outside speakers will be in the field, 
headed by St. John, of Kansas, and Finch, of Ne- 
braska, in addition to about 30 Wisconsin men 
= eames Chairman Richmond will be re- 
elected. 


PROHIBITION IN MICHIGAN. 


THE FRIENDS OF THE “ FIRST PARTY” 
VERY ENTHUSIASTIC. 

Detroit, Mich., July 27.—The political 
campaign will be formally opened in Michigan 
to-morrow by the Prohibitionists, who will hold 
their State Convention, and put a full State 
ticket in the field. They are greatly elated 
over their success two years ago, when 
their ticket polled 18,400 votes, and their 
candidate for Governor added 4,000 more to 
these figures from the resources of his personal 
popularity. This was a gain of 4,500 over their 
vote in 1883 and 9,000 over 1882. They are now 
predicting a proportionate increase for next No- 
vember and are very active in the work of prop- 
agandism. There is nothing, however, in the 
situation of affairs igi to warrant these 
sanguine expectations. The high tax law of the 
State is working well and has poss geycreg row d 
reduced the number of saloons and holds them 
under encouraging restraint. The Republicans 
will nominate thoroughgoing temperance men 
for their candidates, and are agitating the ex- 
pediency of declaring for local option in 
addition to the present tax law. They are also 
so strongly exasperated over the defeat of Blaine 
two years ago, brought about by the Prohibition- 
ists,a fact over which the latter have done no 
little boasting, that the amount of proselyting to 
be accomplished in the Republican camp will be 
exceedingly small. 

There is nothing to warrant the belief that the 
“first party,” as they style themselves, will make 
any considerable advance this Fall. It would 
not be surprising if they fell below their figures 
-of the Presidential year. Thereare few persons 
of any prominence in public affairs connected 
with the party, and while it numbers some 
men highly respected in their localities for 
probity and intelligence, they are likely to be 
left largely to wage their warfare in their own 
way, and their intemperate methods will prob- 
ably neutralize most of their efforts. The tide 
of et to the liquor traffic is certainly and 
steadily rising in the State, but it will not be em- 
bodied in the Prohibition Party if the Republic- 
ans are wise enough to take note of the signs of 
the times and keep their policy in dealing with 
the matter practically abreast with the popular

when he was in the laundry business.

TWO CHICAGO THIEVES. 
THEY ROBBED NEWSPAPERS AS WEL¥ 
AS THE GOVERNMENT. 

Cuicaco, Ill., July 27.—The Governmenf 
Inspectors discovered little to-day to justify 
their confident predictions that Col. Bolton, 
Superintendent of the Bureau of Second Clas 
Mail Matter in the Chicago Post Office, and Chie4 
Weigher Stuart would be found to have robbed 
the Government of well on to to $100,000. They 
did, however, find further evidence of wrong* 
doing. The bills sent by Bolton to the principal 
daily papers and the Western News Company 
were all collected during the day, and tha 
work of checking them up by the book4 
of the Post Office was begun. It wag 
found that in the accounts of one paper 
there was a defalcation of $471 during the last 
quarter of 1885. Inthe same accounts a short~- 
age of $140 during January and February last 
was readily detected. It appears that in one or 
two instances the Government has not beex 
robbed, but the papers; that is to say, the post. 
age was paid on all the matter sent, but the 
paper was charged for more weight than it act 
ually delivered. The Inspectors think a final 
and detailed investigation of Bolton's ac. 
counts will be a matter of many weeks’ 
work, as his dealings with innumerable 
smaller publications will all be looked over. 
Should the developments of the next few days 
prove as startling as the first casual glance indi- 
cated the authorities will ask for an increase in 
the amount .of bond and for further securities 
upon it. The supposition at presentis that thera 
will be no need of investigation prior to 1883, 
when Stuart came into the office, for an under- 
standing between the chief and the head weighes 
was absolutely necessary, and if there had beey 
any crookedness before Stuart’s time it would 

robably have come out when his predecessor 
ost his emg 

Stuart was brought early this morning from 
the county jail, where he spent the night, shows. 
ing the effects of his brief continement. The 
bond for his appearance for a hearing next Fri- 
day was fixed at $5,000, and Robert T. Lincoln 
was accepted as surety. Stuart was asked by a 
reporter ifhe had any statement to make, and 
responded that he did not deem it best to tall 
under the present circumstances. Col. Bolton 
was not visible about the Government Building 
atany time to-day, and A. 8. Reynolds, the as- 
sistant weigher, was in charge of the second 
class department. Bolten and Stuart will un-' 
doubtedly be at once suspended pending the in- 
vestigation. 

W. C. Goudy appeared at Assistant Postmaster 
Squires’s office during the day, and the two held 
a short consultation relative to Postmaster 
Judd’s interests. The law provides that the 
Postmaster and his bondsmen are responsible 
for the conduct of their subordinates, and as 
Bolton’s bond to his chief is only $10,000, it may 
be found that both Mr. Judd aud ex-Postmaster 
Palmer are interested in the outcome of the case. 
This provision of the statute has aiways been en- 
forced in the courts, but the custom has been in 
many cases to secure the release of the Post- 
master or Customs Collector from liability for 
the thieving of his employes, without fault of 
his own, by the enactment of special relief bilis 
by Congress. 

No one could be found to-day who could fur- 
nish the least possible solution to the mystery of 
Bolton’s conduct. He wasaman of no known 
extravagant habits or reckless associates. What 
he did with the money is an unsolved problem, 
altnough he bore the reputation about the office 
of being one of the wealthiest of its employes, 
and it is said he owns considerable good real 
estate on the north and west sides.

4 NUMBER OF MURDERS IN 
KENTUCKY AND INDIANA. 
fAITHLESS WIVES THE CAUSE OF TWO 

OF THEM AND THE KENTUCKY 

FEUDS CAUSE THE OTHERS. 

Lovuisvitty, Ky., July 27.—Just before 
aoon to-day John Koehler shot and killed John 
Carter and probably fatally wounded Peter 
Hough. The tragedy occurred ina small two- 
story frame house in the alley between Main and 
Market and Preston and Jackson streets, a door 
velow the latter street. About 11:30 o’clock 
Koehler dropped in at his house and found his 
wife, together with Hough and Carter, chatting 
very affectionately together in a room on the 
first floor, occupied by a Mrs, Lioyd. Koehler did 
not like their presence there for good reasons 
and ordered them ont. They seemed reluctant 
to leave, and Koehier left the house stating he 
would give them just 20 minutes to go. He 
walked a few squares up  Jefierson-street 
and then returned. On re-entering he found 
that the two men and his wife had ad- 
journed to her room up stairs. He went 
up. The quarrel was renewed. He pulled his 
pistol and shot Carter through the heart, killing 
him almost instantly. He then shot Hough 
through the right eye. Meanwhile the terror- 
stricken Woman was crouching behind the table, 
nolding her hands over her eyes and screaming 
at the top of her voice. Koehler cocked the pis- 
wlagain and turned the muzzle toward her; 
then, suddenly changing his mind, lowered the 
hammer and, springing over Carter’s body, fled 
down the steps. A moment later Hough, who 


seemed to have been stunned, rose to his feet 
and, half running, half falling, reached the bot- 
tom of the steps and started up the alley, rub- 
bing the blood from his face and crying for as- 
sistance. Hough managea to crawl half way to 
the corner of Market-street, when he was picked 
up and conveyed to the No. 1 Engine House, and 
a doctor was summoned. 

The police ascended the stairs to,the room in 
which the shooting had been done. Carter was 
found lying on his back on the floor, with one 
hand grasped around the leg of a chair and 
with the other clutching the wound over his 
heart, through which his life’s blooa flowed out. 
The faithless woman who had been the cause of 
the trouble was running wildly around the room 
and wringing her hands and sobbing, but all 
her lamentations were for Hough, and never did 
her husband’s name pass her lips save when she 
said he had killed the man for no cause. Carter, 
who was still alive, was carried down stairs 
and — in the wagon, which started 
jor the City Hospital. Only a few steps 
had been taken, however, when Carter rolled 
over on his side and struggled to rise, then fell 
back dead. The corpse was conveyed to the hos- 
pital, and the wagon then drove to the engine 
house where Hough was lying. He asked to be 
taken to his home, No. 710 East Breckinridge- 
street, to which place he was driven. Upon 
being placed in a bed a physician was called and 
his wound was dressed. The builet had entered 
the inside corner of his right eye, and, ranging 
lownward and backward, lodged somewhere in 
the head. The wound was probed, but the bullet 
sould not be found. It is thought that he cannot 
possibly recover. He was unable to speak dis- 
tinctly and could make no statement. The mur- 
flerer is in jail. 


Wooprrne, Ky., July 27.—Information 
has just reached here of another murder in Har- 
lan County which occurred one week ago this 
morning. Mount Pleasant, the county town of 
Harlan, is 63 miles from here, and is a village 
of 100 people, pleasantly situated on the banks 
of the Cumberland River, far from connection 
with the outside world, The killing of last Tues- 
day issimply another chapter in the criminal 
history which the Howard and Turner factions 
are busily making for Harlan County. This 
now famous mountain feud began about three 

ears ago with a difficulty between Bob 
rner and Nick Howard, both very prominent 
citizens and both Democrats. The origin of the 
trouble has never been satisfactorily explained. 
As is usual in such cases, both men were in 
liquor and had on their fighting clothes. They 
opened the battle with revolvers, and at the sec- 
ond shot from Howard’s pistol Turner fell 
ierced through the heart. The brothers of the 
ead man, George and C. B. Turner, determined 
to avenge Bob’s death. They went on the war- 
path at once, and have kept the middle of it 
pretty well since. About one rye ago, in a hos- 
tile meeting of the factions, William Turner was 
killed by the Howards. 

Less than two weeks ago a young man named 
Bailey, who had no connection with the troubles, 
was killed by the Howards, as is generally pre- 
sumed. He had been spending the night at the 
house of one of the Turners who lives on the 
outskirts of Mount Pleasant. The next morning 
he washed his face and hands in a basin that sa 
ona benchin the yard. Turning to dry them on 
atowel that hung by the side of the door,he 
was fired on from the bushes and _ in- 
stantly killed. Five balls took effect in 
his head, shattering his skull and scattering his 
brains over the side of the house. This terrible 
murder occurred on a Friday a week ago. Sus- 

icion pointed to Wilson Howard and William 

ennings as the murderers, and on Monday of 
last week Henry Bailey, a brother of the mur- 
dered man, accompanied by George Turner, went 
over on Clover Fork, a tributary of the Cumber- 
land, to see County Judge Middleton and get 
warrants for the arrest of Howard and Jen- 
nings. They remained over all night at 
Judge Middleton’s house, and the next morning 

oung Bailey met his death almost exactly as 

is.brother had done. He stepped out of Judge 
Middleton’s house early in the morning to wash 
his face and hands before breakfast, and just as 
he was stooping over the basin a volley was fired 
at him from a patch of corn near the house. He 
dropped to the — and instantly expired, his 
body being riddled with buckshot. The murder- 
ers made good their escape, and were not even 
seen, though their tracks were discovered in the 


plowed ground. 

Nrw-ALBANY, Ind, July 27.—A dreadful 
tragedy was enacted here ‘this afternoon. All 
the parties are prominent in church, business, 
and social circles. Charles VY. Hoover was the 
chief salesman in the wholesale drug house 
of his father, Dr. Charles L. Hoo- 
ver, a member of S8t. Paul’s Episcopal 
Church and choir, and a popular young man. 
Prof. Ira G. Strunk was the founder, and 
for many years one of the _ proprietors 
of the New-Albany Business College, 
and stood high in society and business 
circles. His wife was a memberof 8t. Paul’s 
Episcopal Church and choir, is a lady of 
rare accomplishments and great beauty, 
and the mother of two beautiful daughters. 
She is about 30 years old. Charles 
V. Hoover was a single man about 35 years old. 
The gossips of the church and city some 
time ago began to wag their tongues in a man- 
ner that reflected seriously. upon Mrs. Strunk 
and young Hoover. Mr. Hoover was charged 
with too frequently accompanying Mrs. Strunk to 
and from choir and church meetings, and the 
go sip went further and charged that they 
frequently met upon the streets for 
aWalktogether. This talk did not fail to reach 
the ears of Prof. Strunk, the husband, and he 
forbade any more meetings or company keep- 
ing between them. This did not put a stop to 
the trouble, and he claimed to have secured such 
information as leftno doubt in his mind that 
things had gone to a point that justified him in 
separating from his wife, which he did about six 
months ago. 

About two months ago Prof. Strunk met 
young Hoover in a clothing store in this 
city, and, without ceremony, Strunk drew a 
pistol and fired upon the man he charged 
with breaking up his family and destroying 
his home. Hoover prosecuted Strunk for the 
shooting, and the latter was under indictment 
for assault with intent to kill, and was under 
prorsedh to answer atthe next term of the Circuit 

‘ourt. 

This afternoon Dr. C. L. Hoover and his son, 
Charles V. Hoover, were seen passing up Mar- 
ket-street. Prof. Strunk sat in front of the Wind- 
sor Hotel and saw them going up the street. He 
arose and walked rapidly after them for 
a square and a half and got within 
eight or ten feet of them. He _ then 
drew a five-shooter 38-calibre pistol and 
opened fire on Charles V. Hoover. The ball 
missed its intended object and struck the father, 
Dr. C. L. Hoover, at the upper guint of the right 
hip bone, and, glancing upward, passed into the 

ght lung, inflicting a probably fatal wound. 
Strunk then turned his pistol upon 
young Hoover. The first shot struck him 
in the left side of the chest, going 
clear through. The young man threw up 
his arms and cried, “My God, I am shot.” 
Hoover then passed into Bohl’s barber’s shop, in 
front of which the shooting occurred, 
closely ursued by Strunk, who fired 
again, the ball striking three inches 
above the first wound, passing through the heart 
and out on the other side. Hoover fell 
to the floor, and Strunk then clubbed 
his pistol and stooping over the prostrate 
and dying man beat him on the head with the 
weapon, crushing in the skull and terribly cut- 
ting the scalp andface. On receiving his wound 
Dr. Hoover, the father, fell to the pavement 
being too badly hurt to assist his son, and cried 
out for some one to arrest Strunk, but no one 
seemed disposed to interfere with the infuriated 
man. 

After young Hoover was dead Strunk took 
out his handkerchief and wiped the per- 
spiration from his face, the powder 
s s from his pistol, and then walked 
to the Occidental Hotel, where he boards, 
He was arrested and lodged in jail. At the jail 
he was as cool as tho noth unusual had 

. He says only regret about 
the matter is the shoo of Dr.. Hoover, whom 
he did not intend to injure. Dr. Hoover has 
made an ante-mortem statement under oath 
however, in which he states that Strunk fired 
upon him twice, once from the barber shop.

A BRUTAL MURDER. 
—_>—— 

BY A BRUTE WHO CONFESSED AND 
GLORIES IN HIS CRIME. 
LAWRENCE, Mass., July 27.~—William B. 
O’Connor, who brutally hacked to pieces Hannah 
B. Conway on Sunday, was arraigned in the 
Police Court this morning. “I give my life for 
hers, and I am going before my God on that 


issue,” he said. When asked to plead to the 
charge of willftl and malicious murder O'Connor 
replied: “Lam guilty of it.’ 

*\Do you know the consequences of the act to 
which you are pleading guilty ?” inquired the 
Judge. 

‘Yes; I want_to plead guilty. If I had not 
committed the deed I wouid plead not guilty, as 
you advise me to; but I committed it.” 

“Have you any counsel?” 

“No; and I don’t want any.” 

“Do you know the penalty of this crime?” 

“Yes, your Honor, and I expect to be hanged. 
It is nouse for me to come before your Honor 
and plead not guilty when I’m guilty. I killed 
her, and I am glad I did it.” 

All the time the prisoner was standing before 
the court he trembled nervously, his fingers 
twitched convulsively, and his form shook tike 
an aspen. In appearante he is very short and 
thick-set, his hair is very gray, and he hasa 
smooth face. Despite the efforts of the court he 
pleaded guilty, and was committed without bail 
until the next term of the Supreme Court for Es- 
sex County. 

His crime was a brutal and revolting one. An 
autopsy held this forenoon shows on the top of 
the murdered woman’s head, from a point two 
inches above the right eyebrow and extending 
to the left, a cut three inches long, dividing the 
skin and fracturiig the skull an inch and a 
quarter. To the right was another cut of the 
same length almost fracturing the skull, At 
a right angle with these was a gash 
an inch and a_ half long, penetrating 
the skull. On the left side of the head there 
were three cuts, all fracturing the skul, and two 
cuts on the back of the head extending through 
the skull into the brain. The body and limbs 
were only slightly eut, except where the right leg 
was severed from the trunk, and where the 
left leg was partially severed from the body, 
it hanging by a strip of flesh and ligaments, 
The right leg had been put into a tire and 
charred. 

O’Connor is a laboring man, over 50 years of 
age, and the murdered woman was about 40. 
O'Connor assigns infidelity as the reason for the 
deed and coolly chuckles at its perpetration. He 
made no attempt to escape, but was found lying 
in bed when arrested this morning. 

The crime might not have been discovered for 
several days but for O’Connor’s volubility. 
While making some purchases on Monday he 
told a companion that he had killed Hannah, 
and this was reported to the police. When search 
was made for the missing woman he calmly 
told the officers that they would have to dig for 
her, and said to the Marshal: “ WhenI gave 
her the first blow I was afraid she’d recover, and 
so I gave hertwo more. That finished her, and 
then I dug a hole in the floor and buried her.” 

“ Where is Hannah?” asked the Marshal. 

“ Well, she’s where she’ll do no harm. You'll 
find what’s left of her there in the woodshed.” 

The officers pushed open the door, which was 
partly ajar, and looked in. Nothing was visibie 
except a lot of split wood anda quantity of coal. 

“We don’t see her; where is she?’ asked an 
officer. 

*You won’t find her unless you dig for her,” 
was the reply. 

Procuring a spade, the officers began to dig 
away the earth. 

“Dig away the earth,me Jaddybucks,you'll have 
her s00n,” cried O’Connor. Presently the man who 
was at work turned up a corner of the matting. 
When the earth was cleared away from it they 
dragged the body of the victim into the bedroom 
of her murderer. He calmly surveyed it and 
simply remarked: “Itold ye if ye dug for her 
that ye’d find her.”

A MAINE WOMAN. 


WITH A REVOLVER SHE PUTS A HIGH- 


WAYMAN TO FLIGHT. 
From the Lewiston (Me.) Journal, July 26. 
Kate M. Pincin, of East Monmouth, has 
lately been visiting her sister in Auburn, and is 
a woman perhaps 40 years old, of fine physique, 
and, as recent events have proved, abundantly 
able to take care of herself. Mrs. Pincin tells 


the story of a recent attack upon her by a high- 
way robber while on her way from Augusta. At 
the time of the last payment of pensions, in 
June, Mrs. Pincin started from Monmouth and 
drove to Gardiner, where she left her team, took 
a freight train to Augusta, and bright and early 
in the day for so long a jaunt called at the pen- 
sion office in Augusta for the money which was 
due her, about $50. “Are you not afraid that 
somebody will rob you?” asked the folks at home 
that worning before she started out. “ The road 
to Gardiner,” they had said, “ is long and dreary 
and full of dark places, and you are alone and a 
woman, and it is dangerous.”

CATTLE IN WYOMING. 
. 
PLENTY OF GRAZING FOR THE CATTLE 
NOW IN THE TERRITORY. 

CHEYENNE, Wyoming, July 27.—Repofts 
from various sections of Wyoming Territory in- 
dicate that an unusually dry season has 
followed a siiowless Winter. Up to July 
but little rain had fallen in any part 
of Wyoming. During the last two weeks 
there have been many cloudbursts and 
copious rains in the eastern part of the Terri- 
tory, filling streams bank high. Thus far thé 
Summer has been the average Wyoming Sum- 
mer, Asa whole, the Territory has not suffered 
from drought, while some portions of Central 
and Northern Wyoming have, The grass is 
fair and has cured now, promising Winter 
grazing where _the country is not over- 
stocked. Wyoming, from the line of the Union 
Pacific to the Montana boundary, is fully 
stocked, and cannot fced more cattle than are al- 
ready within her borders, Importatiors of half- 
starved Texas cattle, such as have rec.» ly been 
brought to this Territory, are sure tc suffer for 
waut of sufficient food and water. The losses 
among that class of cattle must be very great, 
under the most favorable circumstances, next 
Winter. 

Cattlemen returning from a thousand-mile ride 
over the cattle ranges of Northern and Central 
Wyoming report beef cattle as rapidly improy- 
ing, though somewhat later than usual. 
The calf crop is above the  aver- 
age. The hay crop is small but of 
first-class quality. All agree that, while the 
season has been unusually dry, the grass is good 
in Southern and Eastern Wyoming, but. the 
drought is affecting the large grazing fields in 
Johnson, Fremont, and Crook Counties, 

Ranchmen and new settlers who, immigrated 
to Wyoming this year, intending to cultivate 
the soil, have suffered greatly _from_ the 
drought. Their attempts to raise crops 
have generally proved failures, owing to 
the scarcity of water for irrigation pur- 
poses. This, however, does not affect Wyoming 
as a whole, as the energies and capital of the 
people are principally devoted to stock raising.

INION JACK HISTORY. 


CURIOUS POINTS ABOUT THE BANNER OF 
GREAT BRITAIN AND IRELAND. 
Letter to the Editor of the London Daily News. 

We are all familiar with the white, blue, 
and red ensigns, and with the union jack which 
occupies the upper quarter nearest the flagstaff. 
The white ensign has the red cross of St. George 
in addition to the union jack. Without the jack 
this white ensign with a red cross represents our 
old national flag as it existed from the time of 
Richard I. until the death of Elizabeth. Thisred 
cross flag, the banner of St. George, appears to 
have been chosen by the Soldier King in honor of 


the saint who was the patron of soldiers, 
It remained for more than 400 years the 
flag under which the English warriors 
fought on land and on sea. When James 
VI. of Scotland succeeded Elizabeth the Scotch 
had a nationsl flag. That also was a cross, 
but it was shaped differently from that of St. 
George and was known as the Cross of St. An- 
drew, The ground of the Scotch flag was blue, 
and ite cross was white. To mark the union of 
the two kingdoms under one sovereign the na- 
tional banner underwent a change, although 
Scotland still retained its separate Parliament. 
In the new flag the two banners of England and 
Scotland were united. There appeared in it the 
oblique white cross of St. Andrew on a blue 
ground, and the red cross of St. George oh a 
white margin, worked in the blue field. The 
King was accustomed to sign his namein the 
French form of James, “Jacques.” He was, in 
fact, the Union Jacques, or, as we improperly 
oxronounce it, Jack. For local purposes the 
Scotch still continued to use the white St. An- 
drew’s cross on the blue field and the English the 
red cross on the white field. It was 
stated by royal proclamation in 1606 that 
“whereas some difference hath arisen between 
our subjects of South and North Britain, travel- 
ing by seas, about the bearing of their flags. For 
the avoiding of all such contentions hereafter 
we have, with the advice of our Council, ordered 
that from henceforth all our subjects of this Isle 
and Kingdom of Great Britain and the members 
thereof shall bear in their maintop the Red Cross, 
commonly called St. George’s Cross, and the 
White Cross, commonly called St. Andrew’s 
Cross, joined together,” ‘‘ and in their foretop our 
subjects of South Britain shall wear the Red 
Cross only, as they were wont; and our Fouleots 
of North Britain in their foretop the White Cross 
only, as they were accustomed.” In 1707, when 
the Scoteh and English Legislatures were united, 
the distinctive flags ceased to be used, and the 
united flags as arranged in 1606 became the 
single ensign for the United Kingdom. It 
was the sovereign that made -the union and 
established the national flag, and an establish- 
ment of distinct Legislatures again would not 
alter the flag. Ireland would take presumably 
for its local ensign the red cross of St. Patrick. 
This Irish banner ought to have appeared in the 
Union flag of 1606, but it did not. Iveland had 
no distinct recognition in the union flag until 
1801, when the Trish and British Legislatures 
were united. At thatdatethe union jack under- 
went a further change, and the red diagonal 
cross of St. Patrick on a white field was intro- 
duced. Since that date the union jack has 
shown the red cross and white margin, recalling 
the banner of St. George; the white diagonal 
and blue field of St Andrew’s banner. and the 
red diagonal cross of St. Patrick showing over 
the white diagonal cross of the Scotch banner. 
The blue ground of the jack is therefore due to 
Seotland and the red and white as crosses and 
margins to England and to Ireland. 








BURGOYNE’E CAPTURED ARMY’S MAROH. 

Mr. J. Dwight Marsh, of Hadley, Mass., 
made an interesting address at the recent re- 
union of the Marsh family, at Lake Pleasant, in 
the course of which he said: ‘ Another histor- 
ical fact in which I took some interest was the 
passing of Burgoyne’s army through the town, 
(Old Hadley] and while here Burgoyne present- 


ing asword to Gen. Porter. I sawin a Spring- 
field paper this Summer that the army passed 
through Seetnemeld. Springfield had her Bay 
path, but Hadley had also her Bay road, and 
both led to Boston. Now, in this instance, no one’s 
life was in danger, if the truth was known, and 
I have been fortunate in having a chance to look 
over a diary, ry 4 in Hadley from 1740 to 1780, 
not indeed by a Marsh, but by one whose descend- 
ants are entitled to a place in this gathering, as 
his wife was Miriam Cook, the daughter of Lieut. 
Samuel Cook and Ann, daughter of Jonathan 
Marsh. In it he says: ‘Oct. 22, 1777, William 
returns home from the taking of Burgoyne, 
with 5,200 men, near Fort Edward;’ ‘Oct, 29, 
prisoners pass this week, viz., about half Bur- 
goyne’s army taken at Saratoga by Gen. Gates;’ 
‘Novy, 8, one of the prisoners pass ng dies in this 
town;’ ‘ 10th, another prisoner dies,’ He speaks 
of noises heard thus: ‘ Thunder, like ns,’ and 
‘July 5, 1777, a noise like cunnon heard,whether 
thunder or not,’ We have doubtless all heard of 
the dark day about this time, in which people 
were greatly frightened, and it is said one old 
lady exclaimed: ‘Oh, dear, the day of judgment 
has come, and Elly is off in the Northern army 
without a nut cake in his pocket!’ and as she 
could not help him she would do what she could 
and she calls to Betty to get the geese in, and 
having made all snug she bides her time.”

Cuicaao, July 27.—The total shipments 
of east-bound freight (excepting live stoek and 
dressed beef) by the seven pool lines from this 
city to local and through points in the East for 
the week ending July 24 amounted to 24,465 
tons, against 20,243 tons for the week previous, 
an inerease of 4,222 tons.

TEXAS AND PACIFIC. 

The Philadelphia-Wistar committee for 
organizing the Texas and Pacific Railroad Com- 
pany is to have an important meeting in Phila- 
delphia to-day. This committee advertised at 


the start that it would receive securities on_de- 
posit under the provisions of its plan up to July 
15, which date was reached and passed without 
the accomplishment of any of the things ex- 
pected and a postponement of the time limit had 
to be made. But there were deposited with the 
Wistar committee large blocks of the consoli- 
dated bonds on the company’s Eastern Division, 
which yet remain in support of the Wistar 
scheme. Mr. Robert Fleming, who has come to 
this country as the representative of the. British 
holders of the Texas and Pacific securities, who 
fails to see virtues in the Wistar plan, and who 
has given his adhesion to the New-York commit- 
tee’s plan—the plan originally known as the Rio 
Grande Division bondbolders’ plan—has made 
an offer of 96 and accrued interest to the consoli- 
dated bondholders for their bonds, involving a 
cash payment of about $8,000,000. 

The meeting of the Wistar committee to-day is 
to take action on the proposition ade by Mr. 
Fleming. It is liberal,considering the market price 
of the bonds. And if the offer be accepted it is 
promised that, with the Wistar committee being 
so pushed aside for good and all, there will be no 
drawbacks of consequence to the prompt carry- 
ing out of the propositions of the New-York com- 
mittee. The friends of that committee put in 
circulation yesterday a paper for the signatures 
of security holders requesting Robert Fleming,

CHICAGO AND NORTHWESTERN. 


The annual report of the Chicago and 
Northwestern Railroad for the year ending May 
31, 1886, was made public yesterday. It shows 
gross earnings for the year amounting to 
$24,279,599, an increase of $777,543. Operat- 
ing expenses were $13,859,226, an increase of 
$65,320, leaving net earnings of $10,420,373, an 


increase of $712,224. Fixed charges ag- 
gregated $5,594,342, an increase of $443,- 
241, leaving a balance of $4,826,031, an 
increase of $268,983. The year’s dividends 
amounted to $3,444,504, a decrease of $536,844. 
This leaves a surplus to the credit of the com- 
pany at the end of the year amounting to

their place. Passenger traffic increased 8.76 per 
cent., and the rate was 2.36 cents per mile 
against 2.38 cents in 1885.

EXOHANGE QF COMPLIMENTS. 


A FUSS BETWEEN MESSRS. CULVER AND 


BAUER AT CONEY ISLAND, 

Rows at Coney Island are usually partici- 
pated in by belligerent waiters or bloodthirsty 
hostlers. Monday night, however, an encounter 
which, if accounts are true, narrowly escaped 
resulting in bloodshed occurred between per- 
sons of a different class, The principals were 
Paul Bauer and Mr. Andrew R. Culver, Presi- 
dent of the Prospect Park and Coney Island 
Railroad Company. The music which proceeds 
from a steam organ in the carrousel on the rail- 
road company’s grounds in front of Paul Bauer’s 
hostelry was the cause of the trouble. 

Mr. Bauer claimed that the noises which the 
organ emits have driven away custom from his 
house, and he determined to have the nuisance 
abated. The matter was taken into the courts, 
and Justice Cullen, after visiting Coney Island 
and listening to the organ’s strains, decided 
thatif it remained it must only sound its lower 
notes. The organ after that made less noise, but 
the hard feelings engendered between Messrs. 
Bauer and Culver did not abate. Monday night 
Mr. Culver, in company with two friends, went 
over to Mr. Bauer’s hotel. He sat down at 
a table, called for wine, and sent for 
Mr. -Bauver to help the party drink it. 
Mr. Bauer came though wondering at the invita- 
tion. Then Mr. Culver made some ill-natured 
remarks about the organ controversy, and Mr. 
Bauer retorted not more pleasantly. Mr. Cul- 
ver’s hand sought his hip pocket, and Mr. Bauer 
was hurried away. Again the two met, More 
hot words were uttered. Again Mr. Culver’s 
hand moved toward his hip pocket, and again 
Mr, Bauer was hurried away. Then an employe 
of Bauer, after listening to Mr. Culver’s remarks, 
said they must be stopped, He received a blow 
from Mr. Culver’s umbrella, and was spirited 
away before more damage could be done. 

Mr. Culver left the hotel for his own, but re- 
turned later. Mr. Bauer had, however, seen the 
folly of the occurrence, and was determined it 
should not be repeated. 








PHINA’S COMING CEREMONY. 
From the London Standard. 

Nearly five months ago we were able to 
describle the preliminaries of the delicate opera- 
tion of choosing a wife for the young Emperor of 
China, and this morning we are in a position to 
announce that the Board of Rites has been in- 


ogers, to select an auspicions day in the first 
month of the next Chinese year for the assump- 
tion of government_by the Emperor in person. 
AS the Chinese year does not commence till some 
time between the 21st of January and 19th of 
February, being decided by the first new moon 
after the gun enters Aquarius, they need not 
be hurried in their deliberations, and as they 
have so recent a precedent for all the details 
of the ceremonial as the accession under pre- 
cisely similar circumstances of Kwangsu’s 
predecessor in 1873, the imperial Ministers and 
the wise doctors of the Hanlin should experience 
little difficulty in executing the behests of their 
youthful sovereign. In the first place, the Em- 
peror Kwangsu will order the Board of Rites to 
publish an edict in his name stating that the Em- 
press Regent has directed him to *‘ assume the su- 
perintendence of business,” and at the sametime 
this department will publish a full programme 
of the ceremony and the date on which it is to 
be held. This precaution is the more necessary 
as the —— ngs are éxceedingly intricate, and 
all taking partin them, not excluding the Em- 
peror, have to master their réles by heart. The 
inaugural prociamation is delivered before the 
whole Court and as many of the provincial officials 
as can safely be summoned to the capital. As 
Kwangsu’s father is still living, the usual cere- 
mony of the Emperor prostrating himself at his 
father’s altar will, of course, be omitted, and 
the exceptional position of the young Prince 
ascending the throne after a long minority will 
lead to several other modifications of the tradi- 
tional coronation. But, at any rate, Kwangsu, 
before “ascending the summit,” as the act of 
mounting the throne is termed in China, will pay 
his respects to his mother, the Empress Regent, 
and this will seem far from an empty form when 
we recollect how wisely and through what 
critical circumstances the Empress Tsi Thsi 
has borne her share for 20 years in 
the administration. When Kwangsu has 
rendered this agreeable tribute to his 
mother she_ will take her seat before 
the Court, and the Golden Chariot will be made 
ready for him. Here, again, superstition steps 
in, and not until the astrologer, or officer of the 
Board of Astronomy, proclaims the auspicious 
moment to have arrived may the Emperor enter 
the Golden Chariot which is to bear him to the 
Palace of Peace and Protection. In that building 
the most interesting portion of the ceremony is 
held, for there the official world of China is ar- 
ranged in the strictest order of precedence for the 
pommeee of paying homage to the new ruler. That 

omage is signified by nine prostrations. These 
are repeated after the Emperor has taken his 
seat on “the throne of gems,” and many other 
observances of minor importance are enforced 
to show tho solemnity of the occasion and to in- 
spire the Mandarins and people of China with a 
due feeling of awe and respect for ‘“‘the Son of 
Heaven.”

TARRYING AT THE AZORES. 
_——— 


J. BEAVOR-WEBB’S EXPLANATION OF 
THE NON-ARRIVAL OF THE GALATEA. 
J. Beavor-Wébb, the designer of the 

Galatea, arrived in this city from England yes- 
terday afternoon on the steamship Wyoming. 
Mr. Beavor-Webb went to the Victoria Hotel 
nnd spent most of the evening in the rooms of 
the New-York Yacht Club. As his arrival was 
not expected there were very lew members 
present to weleome him. Hesaid,in answer to 
a question on the subject, that he was not at all 
surprised at the non-arrival of the Galatea or at 
her not having been spoken by_ transatlantic 
steamships. Lieut. Wenn, he said, had expressed 
his intention of going down by the Azores, and 
as he would in all pronanilty tairy thereabouts 
for a while if hé found anything to interest him, 
there was no telling when he would arrive in 
this country. Then, again, having his wife 
with him, he would naturally sail easily and 
comfortably, and if he eticountered heavy 
weather lie to until it was over. He thought 
it likely she had encountered heavy weather 
and adverse winds. 

The first half the Wyoming’s voyage, he said, 
was through very heavy weather, with adverse 
winds, and there was only one day during that 
time when the wind was favorable for sailing. 
The wind that day was southerly. He was much 
more surprised at the non-arrivai of the schooner 
Miranda, which has_ been chartered by George 

B. Hill, of the New;York Yacht Club, and 
which was out 30 days yesterday, while the Gal- 
atea was out only 26 days. He hoped, he said, 
as shé had not yet made her appearance, that 
the Galatea would not arrive before Saturday, as 
he would have to go to Washitigton this morning, 
and he would in that case go thence to Newport, 
whereas if she arrived he would have to go 
directly to Marblehead. 

Mr. Beavor-Webb said that the Genesta is 
again in commission, and was booked to sail her 
lirst race this season with the Irex and Marjorie 
on Saturday last. There is a good deal of feeling 
in England against the Irex for challenging for 
the cups carried back to England by the Genesta, 
as the general opinion is that, having had the 
courage to cross the ocean for them, she ought 
to be allowed to keep them. The races for the 
cups will be sailed during the first or second 
week in August, under the auspices of the Royal 
Yacht Squadron.

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A PERSIAN FLEET. . 
From a Teheran Letter to the Pali Mall Gazette. 
The wave of civilization is gradually 
Bweeping over Persia, and soon the Persian, of 
the capital at least, will more resemble the 
Levantine of Constantinople, or rather Pera, 
than the hospitable and amusing bigot that he 


was avery few years ago. When the Shah first 
went to England, although Persia boasted a Lord 
High Admiral or Derya Beg, (Lord of the 
Sea,) her fleet consisted of one poor 100-ton 
paddle yacht, which generally lay oft Baku, on 
the Caspian. So ill found was she that when the 
King of Kings started in a Russian steamer 
it was found impossible to put her en- 
gines in motion, and her commander, a 
grandee in a shawl coat and big black 
beard, trembled lest the Persian universal 
remedy of stick should be applied to his reluc- 
tant soles. But things are changed; now there 
is a Persian fleet. The steamship Persepolis is at 
anchor off Bushire, in the Persian Gulf, and the 
steamship Susa, a small river steamer, is lying 
off Mohammerah. The German crew of the Per- 
sepolis all jeft her on Jan. 1 and returned to 
Hamburg. The Captain and officers, all Ger- 
mans, remained, and are busily engaging and 
drilling a crew of Arab sailors, Persian subjects 
picked up in the gulf. The Shah paid rather 
dearly for the two steamers, and they do no 
work. Of course they are of no use whatever, 
save tocreate complications in the gulf. They 
cost £3,500 a year to keep up. Still there is this 
fleet, and the Persepolis is a fine vessel, carrying 
four Krupp guns. 





CHARGES AGAINST POSTMASTERS. 
Washington Letter to the Baltimore American. 
The first official complaint against any 

new Democratic official for offensive partisan- 
ship, since the President’s last proclamation, was 


sent to the Postmaster-General to-day. A form- 
al paper has been drawn and signed by Demo- 
erats. It charges Albert A. Sparks, Postmaster 
ot Mount Vernon, Ind., with using his official po- 
sition for the furtherance of his political schemes, 
The document goes into the firstly, secondly, 
and thirdly form of charges, and, among other 
things, says that Sparks uses the Post Office as a 
political headquarters; that he has issued from 
the Post Office circulars and papers for political 
circulation; also,on July 17, 1586, during office 
hours, he addressed, stamped, and sent forth 
hundreds of these circulars.

Not satisfied with 
showing Postmaster-General Vilas that the Post- 
master at Mount Vernon is a partisan ang is vio- 
lating the President’s order, the same pe er con- 
tains distinct charges against at least 10 other 
Postmasters in Indiana, and says that every 
member of the State Democratic Committee is a 
Pestmaster. Gen. Vilas will probably have his 
hands full in afew days of charges from other 
States. Itis surmised that Maryland is to send 
her quota.

MONMOUTH PARK WINNERS 


STRUGGLING FOR VIOTORY ON 
A MUDDY TRAOK. 

ONLY TWO OF THE FAVORITES SUCCESS- 
FUL IN THE SIX RACES AND SOME 
SURPRISES FOR THE BETTING MEN. 

The atmosphere about Monmouth Park 
yesterday was heavily laden with moisture. The 
track was heavy and holding, and the “mud 
tarks” had much the best of it, so that only two 
favorites succeeded in getting to the front. 

There were several horses scratched in conse- 

quence of the state of the track. Half of the en- 

tr®sin the opening race did not answer the 
summons of the judges, but there was a good

A YOUNG LAWYER MISSING. 


ALSO MISSING, SUNDRY FEES BELONG- 
ING TO ANOTHER LAWYER. 

No news of William M. Bruce, the young 
lawyer who hada deskin the office of William 
W. Niles, No. 11 Wali-street, and who has digap- 
peared, taking with him some fees sent to Mr. 
Niles aggregating about $900, was received 
yesterday. Mr. Bruce was a popular young man 
in his profession and made many friends. Ten 
years ago he came to Lawyer Niles’s office in re- 
sponse toa notice on the door that a clerk was 
wanted. He studied law and was admitted to 


the Bar. Several years ago, when Mr. Niles gave 
up the larger portion of his business fora short 
time, young Bruce became well known to clients 
of the office and did a good business. His in- 
come was over $5,000 a year. Two months ago 
Mr. Niles first noticed the smell of liquor about 
the young man, according to his statement, and 
told him there must be no rum brought into the 
office. Bruce said that it wasin some medicine 
he was using for rheumatism. After this Bruce 
began to drink quite freely. 

n returning from a Western trip recently 
Mr. Niles noticed thatthe young lawyer was sun- 
burned, and that he had evidently been out of 
the office more than he had been in it. He was 
also made aware of the fact that Bruce had con- 
tinued his drinking habits. About July 8 Bruce 
absented himself from the office and a messenger 
was sent up to his home, No. 40 West One Hun- 
dred and Twenty-eighth-street. The messenger 
was told that Bruce had left the house the day be- 
fore and had probably gone out of town for a day. 
The next day Bruce came into the office for the 
last time. He sat with his back toward Mr. Niles 
foratime and then started out, saying he was 
going up to the Court of Common Pleas. He 

id not go there and did not return home, Mr. 
Niles then had his name taken off the door. He 
afterward received a letter from Bruce post- 
marked at Montreal, Canada. In the envelope 
were some memoranda which were of use to Mr, 
Niles in searching for titles, 

Mr. Niles said yesterday that Bruce was not 
his partner, but was simply an attorney in his 
service. The fees that he appropriated were one 
of $150, one of $100, one of $50, and one of 
$350. He may have appropriated a few dollars 
more—not over $900in all. It was understood 
among Bruce’s relatives that he was an attorney 
of record for Mr. Niles and shared in the profits 
accruing to the office. A brother of Mr. Bruce 
two weeks ago accompanied Mrs. Bruce and her 
children to his father’s home, in Springtield, Vt., 
where they now are. The married relations of 
young Bruce are said to have been of the happi- 
est character. 

Of Bruce’s private business little is known. 
He was a joint owner of two lots in Brooklyn, E. 
D., with a gentleman named Lincoln, who is now 
in California. He also accepted some trusts 
as Executor and Administrator of wills, but they 
were all of small amounts. These trusts do not 
aggregate over $7,000, and no word has come to 
the law office that these trusts have in any way 
been violated or that the funds have been tam- 

ered with. Many of Bruce's friends think that 

e is on @ spree and that on getting over it he 
will come back and straighten out matters satis- 
factorily, 


EGAN LEFT IN THE FIELD.

THE MUNICIPAL COUNCIL WITHDRAWS 
FROM ITS POSITION, 

At its meeting last evening in Justice 
Kelly’s court room the Municipal Council of the 
Trish National League withdrew from the posi- 
tionit had taken in the matter of the reception 
of the Irish delegation, but the withdrawal was 
not as gracefully made as in the case of the Irish 
Parllamentary Fund Association. James A. 
O’Gorman, Chairman of the Municipal Council 
Reception Committee, submitted a long pream- 
ble and set of resolutions detailing the result of 
the conference with the Parliamentary Associa- 
tion’s committee on Monday evening, appealing 
to the council to sacrifice local pride and rights 
for the sake of the sacred cause it is engaged in, 
but at the same time justifying the previous po- 
sition of the council, and characterizing Patrick 
Egan’s official correspondence in the matter as a 
scandal and an insult to the great municipality 
of New-York. 

The report was adopted by a vote of 73 to 17, 
but not untilafter a prolonged and boisterous 
debate. There were some who could not 
understand the council’s sudden change of base 
who made explosive speeches about the merits 
of the question being unchanged by the new 
move, and persisted in calling Patrick Egan “a 
little despot.” Others tried to “draw” Gen. 
Michael Kerwin, the State Executive, by asking 
whether Egan’s committee would organize and 
act, and whether the frish delegation, in_ this 
new posture of affairs, would have nobody 
to receive them and be obliged to shift for 
themselves. Gen, Kerwin refused to be drawn,’ 
however, and the bear baiters expended 
all their eloquence and wind to noeffect. Patrick 
McCartney, of the Fifth Ward branch, in order 
to give a fitting finish to the night’s business, and 
to prove that Irishmen are patriotic enough 
when occasion demands to smother personal 
jealousies, introduced a resolution declaring that 
the council was satisfied with Mr. Egan’s ar- 
pines. ened and desired to give him notice of its

where such games are played, Lawyer George F. 
Duyster, counsel for the company, went back to 
the days when the cultivation of the 
body was the aim of the Greeks. 
Solon, he recalled, in his wise laws, pro- 
vided that mountebanks and jugglers should 
depart from public view, but that the young men 
must resort to the gymnasium, and test and cul- 
tivate their physical powers in athletic games. 


It wag now publto policy to encourage athletic 
sports, Mr. Duyster said, just as much as it was 
in the time of Solon, for without exercise young 
men become weak and degenerate, Baseball 
was an athletic game, and our national pastime. 
It was not played on a stage, and it bad none of 
the characteristics of an acrobatic exhibition, 
such as the law provided should be licensed. 
Notwithstanding the argunnent of Assistant 


Corporation Counsel Scott to the contrary, 
Judge Peckham said he did not think the theat- 
rical license law applied to the grounds where 
baseball and similar games were played. He 
therefore refused to grant an injunction re- 
straining the playing of games at the Polo 
Grounds until a license had been procured. 





WILL NOT GRANT A MANDAMUS. 
Judge Barrett, holding Supreme Court, 


Chambers, has refused to grant a mandamus to 
compel Superintendent D’Oench, of the Bureau 
of Buildings, to give John C. Tucker a permit to 
put additional stories on the building No. 29

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THE PENINSULA PEACHES 


THE CROP LARGE ENOUGH TO 
MEET ALL DEMANDS. 
PREPARING TO PLUCK AND MARKET THE 
LUSCIOUS FRUIT—EARLY VARIETIES 

ALREADY FOR SALE. 

WILMINGTON, Del., July 27.—Peninsula 
growers will commence marketing their peaches 
in about 10 days. There has been much specu- 
lation indulged in concerning the yield, which 
estimates from very reliable and experienced 
sources place at upward of 3,000,000 baskets. 
This is somewhat less than an average crop, but 
enough to meet all demands. A few early vari- 
eties of reds are now being put upon the market, 
but these are only peaches in appearance, and 
not in flavor nor in the fine quality of the meat. 
Premature fruit, ripened through various un- 
healthy affections of the trees, is also being 
shipped and sold as early peaches, and at a bet- 
ter price than the same fruit will bring later in 
the season, when at maturity. 

Next week such early varieties as the Beatrice, 
Louise, Early Rivers, Amsden’s June, Alexan- 
der, and Waterloo will be sent to market in 
small shipments, mostly to fruiterers and con- 
fectioners. Nearly the entire yield of the trees 
of the above named varieties has been sold at 
$1 50 per basket, which is a high figure for such 
inferior qualities. The season may be eaid to be 
fairly inaugurated when Troth’s Early are ripe, 


which will be in about 10 days. Troth trees will 
yield well, and the fruit is of excellent quality, 
so superior that few farmers grow any other 
early varieties. Early Crawfords, another very 
good quality of fruit, rinen next, and the yield 
willbe fairly large. Crawford's Late, the variety 
most sought after for canning or preserving; 
Oldmixon, and Smock, two very superior fruits, 
come in the order named, with a few fancy va- 
rieties. 

The facilities for handling peaches to the 
advantage of the grower were never so complete 
as this year. Throughout the peach growing dis- 
trict a system of exchanges has been established, 
and through these nearly all the fruit shipped to 
market will be sold. Representatives of the big 
houses of the large cities are already on the 
ground, and maintaining a constant watch upon 
the ripening fruit. As the dealers buy outright 
instead of securing fruit on commission, care is 
taken to only meet the demands of the several 
markets and not to overstock. Since the Penn- 
sylvania Railroad has absorbed the Philadelphia, 
Wilmington and Baltimore Road by its system 
of fast freight deliveries, the market is extended 
throughout all the Eastern and Northern cities 
and west to Chicago. . 

The market is further sustained by innumer- 
able evaporators and canneries in the peach belt, 
and these are ample enough in their operations 
to profitably utilize all the peaches at or below 
30 cents per basket. With all these acquisitions 
to the business and the exchange method of dis- 
posing of the crop, the days of low prices and 
glutted markets are doubtless atanend. This 
condition of affairs has greatly encouraged the 
growers, and asa result nearly twice as many 
young trees were set out this year as in any 
other season in the history of the peninsular 
peach trade, and next year the season’s acreage 
of “young trees will be doubled. Almost the en- 
tire area of the peach-growing helt, which com- 

prises two counties of Delaware and three of 
faryland, will be devoted tothe cultivation of 
the luscious fruit, to the seclusion of the berries, 
&c. Small fruits have been a dismal failure this 
season, in many instances the prices obtained in 
the market not meeting the expenses of picking 
and the freightage. 

Theinfiux of the peach pluckers has already 
begun and hundreds of these impecunious Bo- 
hemians are flocking toward the orchards. They 
are a sadly ragged and viciously dirty lot, but by 
working on the trees they are able to earn $3 and 
$4 perday. It is unpleasant work. The fuzzy 
coat of the fruit coming in contact with the 
heated body produces a burning, smarting sen- 
sation. These thick-hided fellows, however, pay 
no regard to the annoyance, but work hard and 
steadily for the short season. They are nearly 
all foreigners and vaguely boast of better days, 
titles, and connection with the nobility. They 
often assert a direct connection with thp ruling 
families of the Old World, and among them- 
selves there are various Counts, endless Barons, 
some Dukes and Lords, occasionally a Prince of 
the royal blood, and so through the peerage lists. 





POULTRY. 
To the Editor of the New-York Times: 

So many wrongs have been righted, so 
many children of misery made happy, and so 
many apparently hopeless ills have been cured 
by the power of the press that an old reader of 
THE TIMES feels impelled to beg its influence in 
trying to correct a chronic outrage on decency, 
honesty, and the rules of health. Being a med- 
ical man, I very frequently have occasion to give 
advice in selecting fit food for those who honor 
me with their confidence, Great as is the neces- 
sity forsuch knowledge, I do not believe that 
more than one and a quarter per cent. of newly 
married housekeepers know how to choose a piece 
of beef for roasting. Nor are they wiser in pick- 
ing out any other edible, if we except caramels 
and icecream. As for poultry, they value a so- 
called ‘Spring chicken” solely by its “‘ spring- 
iness”’ or aptitude in its members to fly back to 
a position from which a leg or wing has been 
displaced. Among my clientele I have always 
begged mothers to teach their daughters how to 
select food by taking or sending them to market 
and allowing them to learn by object lessons. 
In my own case such a plan has resulted in my 
own daughter being easily able to tell a centen- 
nial crowing hen from a Philadelphia squab 
without looking more than once, At a glance 
she can tella puddle duck from a Rhode Island 
turkey, and she is only 35 years old. 
Fer abundance and excellence in quality I 
know no market so good as our two large ones 
on the East and North Rivers. But with allthat 
praise, it is impossible to be sure thatin buying 
poultry a wretched disappointment is not in 
store for the purchaser. You pay for a capon, 
a turkey, or a ‘“‘Bueks County” chicken, from no 
matter what seller, and the chance is that when 
carved and the side bone is raised such a stench 
will arise from the fowl that appetite is lost for 
the time. Ihave never met with such experi- 
ence during a good many years’ residence in 
other lands, nor does the difficulty exist in the 
markets of San Francisco, Galveston, New- 
Orleans, Savannah, Charleston, Richmond, or 
Baltimore. Last week an aged but expensive 
hen furnished the basis of our pottage. The 
effluvium on raising the tureen cover was 80 
foul that I had to order the soup thrown away. 

Tor many years, knowing why I am always 
afraid to carve a roast turkey or chicken, it has 
been my endeavor to get poultry such as any 
countryman can command who is able and will- 
ing te pay for it, or as is commonly met with in 
the cities named or in Londen and Paris. An 
honest and intelligent poulterer when asked to 
explain says: ‘ Well, you see the trouble is with 
the canny imdividual who sends the fowls to 
market. As every part (except some of the 
feathers) is sold by weight, the hen butcher first 
stuffs his birds with corn or other food, because 
in the case of capons and broilers he sells what 
costs him next to nothing the hundred for 50 or 
75 centsa pound, Next, as killed, the fowls are 
thrown into a heap and kept together until a 
box, a barrel, or a carload, as the case may be, 
is collected,” In this way the wholesale dealer 
fills his cold rooms, from which his stock 
is sold out to smail dealcrs. Meanwhile fer- 
mentation has been going on and putrefaction 
must soon follow, tainting with imperial ‘ high- 
ness” those parts of the bird which are in con- 
tact with the entrails, and generating the nasty 
odor which follows the carving knife’s track, In

soon as killed. In all the other cities named tur 
keys, &c., are sold plucked and drawn, with the 
clean, sweet gizzards and livers nicely tucked 
under their aperenrete. wings. In my despair, I 
ask why can I not buy in big and rich New-York 
what {wart and for which [am abie and more 
than willing to poy 4 Thedealer says; ** Ob, Sir, 
the farmer would lose so much by the diminished 


weight of his fowl!” Ihave replied: * Tell your 
hen butcher that I will pay him his 40 cents a 


pound for my capon, his 75 cents a pound for 
my early broilers, and for the emteatio at the 
Same rate,if he will box the latter up tightly 
and express them, at my expense, to the render- 
ing retort on arren Island. In addition, I 
have offered a handsome chromo for each dozen 
fowls to which the adjective “fragrant” did not 


apply. No matter what the inducement offered 
I am as hopeless aud helpless in my woe as I 


was in 1860, when I first waged this intestine 


ar.

A BLOW AT MONOPOLY. 


COMMERCIAL CABLE COMPANY CONNEC- 
TIONS WITH CANADIAN PACIFIC WIRES. 
Another and serious blow at Western 
Union monopoly is about to be struck, it is said, 
by connections soon to be established between 
lines of the Commercial Cable Company and the 
Canadian Pacific Telegraph Company. The con- 
tracts have been drawn, and work has begun, 
which promises not only to place a rival to the 
Western Union in the far West, but to furnish 
direct comfnunicatiou from Europe to the Pacific 


coast and intermediate points. According to the 
contracts, several important connections are to 
be made without delay. Beginning in the East, 
a wire will be run from Richford, just below the 
Canada line in Vermont, to Montreal, Work has 
so far advanced on this branch that it is said it 
will be completed in about a week, The second 
connection is at Morristown, N. Y., from 
which place a wire has been run across the St. 
Lawrence and up to Brockville, Canada, where 
it joins the Canadian Pacific wires. This connec- 
tion has been perfected, The third is at Niagara 
Falls and has been made, 

Naturally the longest connections are yet to be 
established. One line will be run, according to 
the contract, from St. Paul to Winnipeg, Mani- 
toba, and another from Salt Lake to Medicine 
Hat, a station on the Canadian Pacific in British 
Columbia, The Western connection will join 
New-Westminster, in British Columbia, and San 
Francisco. At the office of the Commercial 
Cable Company, Mr. Ward, the Secretary, said 
yesterday that Mr. Mackay and several of his 
triends had personally undertaken the con- 
struction of this line. It will pass through Port- 
land, Oregon, and Sacramento. The promised 
connections will pass over 4,000 miles of terri- 
tory in addition to the distance traversed by the 
Canadian Pacifle lines. It is announced that the 


work of construction will take about six months,

THE OFFICER WAS IN ERROR. 

The case of Emil Freymiiller, employed at 
Blank’s concert garden, No. BOO Third-avenue,

THE RAG QUESTION. 
A SET-BACK FOR DR. SMITH’S DISINFE® 
TION PLANS. 

WASHINGTON, July 27.—Acting Secretary 
Fairchild has issued the following instructions 
to customs officers in regard to the importation 
of old rags: All old rags imported into the 
United States in vessels which have passed local 
quarantine at the port of importation, will be 
admitted to entry in the same manner as other 
imported commodities, that is to say, with- 
out requiring special permits from the health 


officers as to their landing. The fact that the 
vessel has pass¢d quarantine will be considered 
as sufficient evidence that her entire cargo is 
free from infection. 


INDIAN LANDS WANTED. 
A COMMISSION TO NEGOTIATE FOR THEIR 
PURCHASE. 

WASHINGTON, July 27.—A commission consist- 
ing of the Hon. John V. Wright, of Tennessee; Gish. 
op H. B. Whipple, of Minnesota, and Charles F. Lar. 
rabee, of the Indian Office, has been appointed by the 
Secretary of the Interiar, under a provision con- 
tainedin the Indian Appropriation act, approved 
May 15, 1886, to negotiate with certain tribes and 
bands of Indians in the State of Minnesota, North- 
ern Montana, Dakota, Washington, and Idaho Terri- 
tories for the reduction of existing reservations and 
for the settlement of other land matters. The 


commission is instracted to negotiate with the 
Chippewas in Minnesota for théir removal 
to and consolidation and permanent establishment 
upon the White Earth Reservation, in the western 

art of the State. This will include the Indians of 

ake Winebagsahish, Leech Lake, Mille Lac, Fond 
du Lac, Grand Portage, Boise Fort, and Deer Creek 
Reservations. Itis stated that the condition of all 
of these tribes and bands is deplorable in the extremes 
on account of the unproductiveness of the lands of 
their present reservation, most of which is covered 
with pine timber, and in the cases of the Lake Winne- 
bagoshish and Leech Lake Reservations the con- 
struction of dams and reservoirs at the headwaters 
of the Mississippi by the Government has caused 
disastrous overilows which have destroyed their rice 
fields, fishing privileges, and hay meadow, which 
comprise their accustomed means of support. Dam- 
ages thus sustained will be considered in connection 
with the negotiations. 

At Fort Berthold Reservation, in Dakota, the com- 
mission will arrange for the purchaso by the Govern- 
ment of a portion of the reservation. It is learned 
that these Indians have more land than they need, but 
have no money with which to purchase stock and 
agricultural implements. From Fort Berthold the 
commission w fe to Northern Montana to nego- 
tiate with the ackfeet, Piegans, Gros Ventres 
Assiniboines, and River Crows for the purchase 0 
@ portion of thetr reservation, which contains about 
22,000,U00 acres, or about 10,000,000 acres, accord. 
ing to the views of the Indian Office, in excess of 
their needs; also to negotiate with the upper and 
middle bands of Spokanes and Pend d’Oreilles in 
Washington and Idaho Territories for their removal 
to the Colville, Jocko, or Cwurd Aléne Reservations, 
with the consent of the Indians on these reserva- 
tions, and for the cession of the lands thus vacated 
to the Government; and also to arrange with the 
Coeur d’ Aléne tribe bor the cession to the Govern- 
ment of their lands outside of the limits of their res- 
ervation. By the actof May 15,no agreement en- 
tered into by the commission with the Indians can 
take effect until ratified by Congress, and according 
to instructions furnished the Commissioners the free 
and full consent of the Indians must be made a pre- 
requisite to all negotiations, and fair and just com- 
pensation must be given for every right transferred 

‘o the Government. If the work of the commission 
is as successful as is anticipated by the Indian of- 
ficials it will result in large bodies of land being 
thrown open to settlement, and in a correspondin 
benefit to the Indians. The commission will star 
for the West within the next few days.

Assistant Secretary FarRcurip has qui- 
etly issued an order which summarily puts 
an end to the corrupt rag-disinfecting com- 
Dination.

If the cargo is made 
ap wholly of rags, that is none of. his busi- 
ness, unless at Quarantine he finds infection 
on board the vessel. In short, he can no 
Jenger single out this article of merchandise 
+o be subjected to a costly process of disin- 
fection, whether it needs it or not, for the 
pro&t of a ring of speculators with whom 
be may have an interest. 








The Morrison surplus resolution was re- 
ported to the Senate yesterday by the 
Finance Committee with the amendments 
indicated in our Washington dispatches. 
As reported, it requires the Secre- 
tary of the Treasury to call bonds only 
when the surplus exceeds $130,000,000. 
When it is below that amount he may call 
bonds at discretion until the surplus is re- 
duced to $110,000,000, which sum must be 
in the Treasury before any call can be 
made. In this form the resolution is not 
a very dangerous afiair, and it will give 
slight comfort to the silver men, greenback- 
ers, and the victims of fiscal distemper in 
fhe House. For that reason the resolution 
is not likely to find its way to the President. 
It is probable, however, that the Senate Fi- 
nance Committee looks upon the amended 
resolution as a happy device for gaining 
eredit with the “gold bugs” of the East 
without altogether forfeiting the confidence 
~f the silver and paper bugs of the West.

IS THE PRESIDENT A PARTY 
LEADER ? 

A “Member of Congress” writes to the 
Herald deploring the fact that the Demo- 
crats in Congress and the President are not 
more in harmony, and setting forth his con- 
ception of the duty of the Chief Executive. 
That duty is pretty clearly defined in a 
document known as the Constitution of the 
United States, and the framers of that in- 
strument showed a special anxiety that the 
Chief Magistrate should be so chosen and 
that his functions should be so prescribed 
as to make him independent in his sphere, 
and in fact as well as in name the Chief 
Executive of the Nation. 

But the conception of the member of Con- 
gress as to his duties is quite different from 
this. He thinks that the President should 
while in office be a great party leader, and 
that he should make it his business to har- 
monize the party by hobnobbing with mem- 
bers of Congress, discussing policies and 
public measures with them, and making 
efforts to direct the course of legislation, so 
far as it involves party responsibility. If 
his views differ from those of leading party 
men in Congress he should be ready to 
concede something, should try to bring 
them around, and so find some common 
ground on which they could agree. He 
does not plainly say so, but itis a necessary 
part of his conception of the President’s 
political duty that there should be the same 
kind of an exchange of views and of efforts 
for harmony inthe distribution of public 
offices. In short, the President should com- 
port himself, not as the responsible head of 
the Government for the whole people, but 
as a political leader devoting his days and 
nights to the promotion of the fortunes of 
his party. 

It is quite unnecessary to say that Mr. 
CLEVELAND’s conception of, public duty is 
diametrically opposed to that of this ‘‘ Mem- 
ber of Congress,” who is evidently a politi- 
cian through and through, without a spark 
of statesmanship in his composition. The 
President regards the duties and responsi- 
bilities of his office and those of Congress as 
altogether independent of each other. His 
method is totally different from that of the 
average member of Congress. He looks 
upon public office as a public trust derived 
from the people, and to be executed with an 
unswerving regard for the welfare of the 
Nation. He studies the merits of every 
question presented to him and shapes his 
action according toastrict sense of duty. It 
is unnecessary to say how widely different 
from this is the standard of the politicians 
in Congress. Moreover, his sense of duty 
makes him a busy man in the performance 
of the functions of his office. It loads him 
with labor such as few men are able to carry, 
and he has no time for playing the part of a 
political guide, counselor, and friend for 
two hundred Congressmen or more. The 
people probably appreciate his devotion to 
duty if Congressional politicians do not. 

One mistake which “‘Member of Con- 
gress” makes is in supposing that the Demo- 
cratic Party isin Washington and that men 
are sent to Congress to manage its affairs 
and not to legislate in the interest of the 
people of this Nation. The party is, in 
fact, everywhere except at Washington, 
and every State and local convention shows 
that it is far more in sympathy with the 
President in his steady devotion to duty 
than with the wrangling politicians} in Con- 
gress who are looking out for all manner of 
interests excert those of the country as 
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crats in Congress are wide apart, whose 
fault is it, and how can they be brought 


‘into line? Heisnotaman to compromise 


with his sense of duty. Hehas very clear 
and definite opinions upon questions of 
policy affecting the welfare of the Nation 
and has not failed on every proper occasion 
to make them known. The country knows 
what they are, and members of Congress 
know what they are. On the other hand, 
Democratic members of Congress appear to 
be unable to agree on any one of these great 
questions. Shall the President give up his 
solid convictions and go into the general 
wrangle to find some common ground 
of agreement, guided by party 
pediency and having no _ higher 
ject than party success by whatever 
means attainable? Must he sacrifice 
civil service reform, sound currency policy, 
economy of administration, and every prin- 
ciple that he has declared and resort to 
compromises and makeshifts in the hope 
of bringing jarring elements into an im- 
possible concord? It is enough to say that 
he is incapable of playing that part, that he 
was not elected for that purpose, and that 
the people of the country do not wish to see 
him thus abdicate his official dignity. 

““Member of Congress” thinks that Mr. 
CLEVELAND'S leading motive is a desire to 
be renominated and that he is going the 
wrong way to work. We venture the state- 
ment that he is guided by no such motive, 
but by a high sense of duty, and‘that the 
latter is more likely to renominate him than 
the former would be.

THE COUNTY DEMOCRAOY. 

From the day of his retirement from the 
Department of Public Works HuBertT O. 
THOMPSON was only in a nominal sense the 
leader of the County Democracy. The 
County Democrats, in fact, have had no 
actual leader. Mr. THOMPSON still retained 
too much influence and had too many loyal 
friends in the organization to make it possi- 
ble for any other than himself to assume 
the place of active leadership. Never- 
theless, Mr. THoMpsoN’s death has set all 
the political gossips to speculating as 
to who will become the controlling head of 
his faction of the Democracy. There is a 
certain timeliness in this speculation, it must 
be confessed. An election is approaching in 
which the County Democracy must take an 
active part or give up the ghost. Its leaders 
and the great part of its rank and file are as 
little disposed as ever to unite with Tam- 
many. And Mr. THOMPSON’s death has un- 
doubtedly cleared the way for a choice of 
an actual leader and for a complete reor- 
ganization. 

Every intelligent citizen knows that 
the County Democracy has done an ines- 
timable amount of good workin this com- 
munity. It has saved us from a continuous 
Tammany despotism, tempered only by Re- 
publican “deals.” It has supplied a solid 
basis for reform movements by which fit and 
honest men have been chosen to impor- 
tant offices. And to thousands of citi- 
zens weary of the machine tactics and 
brazen corruption of the Tammany 
and Republican leaders it furnished an op- 
portunity to make through the ballot box 
an effective demand for a more decent City 
Government.. Whatever scandals may have 
fallen upon the County Democracy, how- 
ever weak, wicked, and despicable some of 
its leaders may have shown themselves to 
be, these facts will be remembered to its 
credit. 

We do not believe that the County De- 
mocracy will disband and retire from the 
field. There is now and will continue to be 
the same need for its good offices as existed 
at the time it came into being and began its 
fight with Tammany. Its disasters at the 
polis and the discredit which has come upon 
it through the criminality of some of its 
‘members are misfortunes from which 
it may readily recover. It has still 
many elements of strength. ‘Its rolls 
contain the names of many citizens 
of unimpeachable character, and however 
difficult it might be to disprove the asser- 
tion that its rank and file is practically in- 
distinguishable from the rank and file of 
Tammany, every observant man knows 
that it counts among its leading and influ- 
ential members many men who are easily 
distinguishable from the Tammany leaders 
by their higher intelligence, purer purposes, 
and more decent methods in politics. These 
men, we are confident, will never unite 
with Tammany Hall, and there is a 
great body of their followers which can 
never be reabsorbed by Tammany. These 
men and these voters will continue to take 
an active partin the politics of New-York 
City, and they must find room for the exer- 
cise of their activity outside of the Tam- 
many Democracy and outside of the Repub- 
lican Party. They will make, we are confi- 
dent, a strenuous effort to reconstruct, puri- 
fy, and strengthen the County Democracy 
organization. 


THE TIMES has in the past given a cor- 
dial support to candidates nominated by 
the County Democracy and approved by cit- 
izens generally, organized or unorganized, 
who were disposed to work for good gov- 
ernment. It has frequently urged the lead- 
ers of the organization to cast out certain 
members whose unworthiness has been re- 
vealed by criminal indictments, and it de- 
sires to renew that advice at present. It de- 
sires further to urge upon these gentlemen 
the necessity of a prompt and _ thor- 
ough overhauling of their organiza- 
tion and to point out what must al- 
ready have become tolerably obvious 
to them—that their chances of success 
in striving to build up the County 
Democracy will be in direct proportion to 
their disposition to make the organization 
serve the purposes of honest government. 
The greatest misfortune that could overtake 
the County Democracy at this critical point 
in its history would be, in our opinion, 
the rising of anew “leader” who, like the 
late Mr. THOMPSON, would seek to use it 
for the promotion of his personal aims 
and as the basis of his operations as a 
professional politician. In so far as the as- 
pirations of this kind shall be discouraged, 
and in so far as the creditable purposes ‘we 
have indicated shall be kept in view by the 
heirs to Mr. HuBERT O. THomPson’s polit- 
ical estate, they will have the sincere sym- 
pathy of Tuk Tumks and of every citizen 





whe with it acknowlédges ‘the past services 
of the County Democracy to the cause of 
decent administration in the city. 








JOBS IN PERIL. 

The House evidently believes that if its 
River and Harbor bill should go to the Pres- 
ident loaded down with the additional ap- 
propriations piled upon it by the Senate it 
would inevitably be vetoed. It hopes, how- 
ever, that with these additions lopped off 
the bill may be allowed to become a law. 
Therefore the conferrees on the part of the 
House asked yesterday for the support af- 
forded by a decisive vote against the Sen- 
ate’s amendments, and obtained it. 

By a vote of 139 to 112 the House de- 
clared that it would not accept the Senate’s 
amendment providing $225,000 for the pro- 
posed Hennepin Canal and committing the 
Government to the expenditure of from 
$10,000,000 to $20,000,000 upon that proj- 
ect. By a vote of 109 to 63 it rejected the 
amendment providing that the Government 
shall buy the Portage Lake Canals. The 
same action was taken with reference to 
the Sturgeon Bay Canal, and the appropria- 
tion of $375,000 for the Potomac Flats was 
rejected by a vote of 107 to 75. The Senate 
will probably insist upon the acceptance of 
its amendments, and possibly the bill will 
be kicked from one house to the other until 
the life is knocked out of it. The sup- 
porters of the Hennepin Canal are angry, 
and they declare that no bill shall be passed 
that does not give money for their pet 
scheme. 

Nearly all of the Senate amendments 
ought to be rejected. If the Hennepin Ca- 
nal project must come before Congress it 
should come in a separate bill. The appro- 
priation of $112,500 for the purchase of the 
Sturgeon Bay Canalisa job, and so is the 
appropriation of $262,500 for the purchase 
of the Portage Lake Canals. It is difficult to 
understand how the Senate could have 
voted for them after their real nature had 
been exposed so clearly by Mr. EDMUNDS 
and Mr. INGALLS in the debate upon the 
bill. The appropriation of $375,000 for 
continuing the improvement of the Potomac 
Flats deserves support. The work should 


not be interrupted. The money would’ 


be spent upon a part of the flats not 
affected by the Kidwell claim. The 
House rejects this amendment because 
the District of Columbia has no representa- 
tives in Congress and no votes to be cast for 
logrolling politicians. The increased appro- 
priation for the improvement of New-York 
Harbor is needed and would be used for the 
benefit of the whole Nation. A River and 
Harbor bill that appropriates only $150,000 
for the choked channels of the Nation’s 
greatest port, where one-half of the coun- 
try’s exports go out and two-thirds of its 
imports come in, while $265,000 is given 
for the dredging of an inlet on the Texas 
coast, where there are no inhabitants and 
no commerce, should never be even consid- 
ered by Congress. There may be differences 
of opinion about the plan in accordance 
with which the improvements should be 
made, but there can be none with regard to 
the duty of Congress to provide the money 
without which nothing can be done. 

The House rejects those Senate amend- 
ments that are good together with those 
that are bad, in order that it may save 
the bill which it sent to the Senate—a bill 
containing scores of jobs that never should 
be approved by the President. It rejects the 
Senate’s jobs, not because they are jobs, 
but because it fears that these jobs would 
imperil schemes of its own that are equally 
indefensible. If the Senate should yield, 
the bill would still be unworthy of support. 
If the Senate’s additions should be cut off, 
there would not then be enough salt in the 
bill to save it. 








HARBOR IMPROVEMENT. 

The bill creating a board to take in charge 
all matters relating to the protection and 
improvement of New-York Harbor will not 
become a law at this session of Congress, 
for action upon it in the House has been 
postponed until December. The appropria- 
tion of $750,000 for the harbor is in 
conference. 

Mr. Hewitt, who opposed this appro- 
priation and supported the Commission 
bill, believing that he was representing 
the wishes of the Chamber of Commerce, 
appears to have been misled by the Chair- 
man of the Chamber’s Committee on Harbor 
and Shipping. The Chamber now tells him, 
over the signatures of its President, its 
Executive Committee, and the Chairman of 
whom we have spoken, that it supports the 
request for an appropriation to be expended 
under the direction of the Secretary of War. 
It also supports the Commission bill. But 
the Commission bill provides, as we under- 
stand it, that money appropriated for the 
harbor shall be expended under the direc- 
tion of the proposed commission. In fact, 
the most ardent advocates of the Com- 
mission bill, including Chairman HiGains, 
have urged that the bill should be passed 
in order that the engineers of the War De- 
partment might not be able to control the 
improvements and carry out the jetty plan. 

The Commission bill received support at 
first upon the ground that it would prevent 
dumping, and not because it would take 
the improvements out of the hands of the 
Board of Engineers. The provision relat- 
ing to the control of improvements escaped 
the attention of many persons. The posi- 
tion of the Chamber is now clearly shown. 
There have been some curious blunders, 
and perhaps it is not to be wondered at 
that Mr. HEewItt is in a condition of dis- 
satisfaction. 








THE MEXICAN FRONTIER. 

The complications growimg out of the 
Cutting affair seem to have assumed very 
alarming proportions in the eyes of the Mexi- 
cans near the border, We have already 
pointed out some of the causes of irritation 
upon both sides. They are so serious and so 
constant that it is a pity they could 
not be summarily settled as they 
arise by persons more responsible and more 
judicial than the frontiersmen of Mexico 
on one side and of Texas on the other. The 
officers of our army would be the best avail- 
able arbiters of these disputes:on our side. 
Unfortunately it has for a long time been 
the prerogative of the American frontiers- 


| man. whether balizaon the Indian or the 
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Mexican border, to pick the quarrels in 
which he expects the army to back him up. 
If the army does not do this without in- 
quiring into the merits of the dispute, he 
procures his representative in Congress to 
denounce the army. i 

In this case, however, there is no reason 
why we should emulate the excitement into 
which to-day’s dispatches report that the 
Mexicans near the border have been 
thrown. The extent of this excitement 
is ludicrous. The Mexican troops are 
throwing up intrenchments on the Mexican 
side of the Rio Grande. The Mexicans are 
breathing out threatenings and slaughter 
against the United States. "These fulmina- 
tions will excite only smiles among rational 
Americans, including, one would suppose, 
the Texans themselves. 

The best proof of the worthlessness of 
Mexico for any purpose of ours is the fact 
that we have not annexed any part of the 
country since the treaty that closed the 
Mexican war. That war was ended nearly 
forty years ago, and it gave us conquests 
which are of great and solid advantage to 
us. It is not too much to say that the popu- 
lation of the territory then ceded to the 
United States by Mexico would now have 
no difficulty in defeating Mexico without 
calling upon any other part of the country 
for assistance, and the people who inhabit 
that territory are keenly alive to this fact. 

This fact makes the vaporings of the Mex- 
icans who propose to give the whole United 
States a beating seem very ridiculous. It 
should also make them very easy to deal 
with. Itis an astonishing testimony to the 
ignorance of the Mexican people that it 
should be popularly believed, as it is re- 
ported to be, both that the Mexicans can 
whip the Americans, and that in a war be- 
tween the United States and Mexico the ex- 
Confederate States would be found 
upon the Mexican side. If there be 
a single American who would urge 
the Southern States to seize the opportunity 
of a war with Mexico to “strike for their 
liberties” the name of that American 1s 
JEFFERSON Davis, and itis doubtful wheth- 
er even -he would doso. But there should 
be no trouble in settling the present dis- 
pute. The two principal facts of the situa- 
tion are that ws can whip Mexico 
without any trouble, and that we 
have hothing to gain by whipping 
her. We can, therefore, afford to be 
magnanimous and to treat Mexico 
with much more deference than we could 
afford to show to a stronger nation. Our 
State Department should feel itself charged 
as counsel with the rights and interests of 
Mexico as well as those of the United States. 
Amiability is not perhaps a valuable qual- 
ity in diplomacy, generally speaking, 
but we can afford to show it and 
we ought to show it in whatever 
dispute we may be involved in with 
our Southern neighbor. No misconstruc- 
tion of our motives would be possible ex- 
cept by the Mexicans themselves. They 
would no doubt declare that they had terri- 
fied us into abandoning our claims if we 
should decide to withdraw them, but that 
need not disturb us. It is seven or eight 
times as true now as it was when the senti- 
ment was first announced by Hosea Biglow 
during the Mexican war that 
“Ez fer Mexico, ‘taint no great glory to lick it.” 

We are quite big enough not to mind what 
the Mexicans think or say about us, and 
not to enforce any claim upon Mexico 
which is not only morally defensible, but 
practically important as well. We should 
not forget the kind of reputation which 
Great Britain has earned in the world by 
bullying any little nation that came in her 
way. Bullying Mexico would be even worse 
than the British bullying of the Zulus and 
the Boers, because there would be nothing 
to be gained by it, whereas the little wars 
of Great Britain, however iniquitous they 
may have been, have been carried on with 
a strict eye to business.

Some of the names in our list fof men of 
letters who were married] are not those of au- 
thors who depended or depend—for some are 
still living—on their writings for subsistence, but 
nearly all depend on their writings for their rep 
utation. As allof these men were husbands, and 
most of them fathers, such a list may serve to 
show that husbands and fathers need not despair 


of achieving reputation as authors, though, in 
literature as in other pursuits, a man generally 
secures some measure of success before he mar- 
ries. This, however, is far from being always 
the case. St. Augustine was a fatherif not a 
husband before he was a saint or author. The 
married poets, it will be noticed, are numerous. 
Few of the best are missing. This is exactly as 
might have been expected. The genuine poet is 
above all things a lover. Ifsome eminent poets 
are missing from our list—which, by the 
way, does not pretend to be exhaustive 
—it would be rash to accuse them of insensibil- 
ity to the fascination of the fair, for by the miss- 
ing name taere usually hangs asad tale of dis- 
appointed love. Camoens, for example, was twice 
banished because of his passion for one of the 
**Queen’s ladies” at the Court of Lisbon, and, al- 
though his love was returned, the fates were so 
unkind that she died before he could claim her. 
The number of travelers, or rather authors of 
books of travel, is comparatively small, and this, 
— is exactly as might have been, expected. 
It is not the husband and father who affects the 
Satanic habit of walking up and down and going 
to and fro upon the earth. It would take a vol- 
ume to notice all the interesting facts about 
authors and their wives. Here are a few: 

Tycho Brahe we read that, “being a great ad- 
mirer of the fair sex, he conceived a violent in- 
clination for Christina, a beautiful country girl, 
the daughter of a neighboring peasant, and 
alienated his family till the King commanded 
them to be reconciled to him. Tycho, who chose 
her because she might be more grateful and 
subservient than a lady of higher birth, never 
seems to have repented, but ever found his 
Christina an agreeable companion and an 
obedient wife.” Kepler, on the other hand, 
found that ‘the married state at. first created 
him great uneasiness from a dispute which arose 
about bis wife’s fortune.” John Knox, in 
spite of his “Blast of the Trumpet 
against the Monstrous Regiment of Women,” 
married two of them; and had children by both. 
Sir John Mandeville “ religiously declined an 
honorable alliance to the Sultan of Egypt, whose 
daughter he might have espoused if be would 
have abjured Christianity.” Burton, as far as 
we have been able to learn, was never mar- 
ried. This again is as we expected. The 
“Anatomy of Melancholy” is not the kind of 
book that anybody buta lonely bachelor would 
think of writing. Young, author of the “ Night 
Thoughts,” married aledy with money, and so 
did Dr. Johnson. Cruden, the author of the 
“Concordance,” tried to do the same and ad- 
dressed numerous pamphlets to the object of his 
choice, but she remained obdurate in spite of 
these and other extraordinary means of wooing. 





THE “FORUM” FOR AUGUST, 
Midsummer days have no effect for the 
worse on the Forum.

His 
paper is no less interesting than the others in 
this series.

EDITOR CUTTINGS OASE. 


A GREAT DEAL OF SMOKE AND LITTLE 
FIRE THUS FAR. 
WASHINGTON, July 27.—Secretary Bayard 
said to-day; in speaking of the Cutting case, that 
he had no doubt whatever that the Mexican au- 
thorities would do what was right in the matter. 
The somewhat unsettled condition. of Mexi 
affairs just at present might, he thought 
prevent prompt action in the case, but 
he haa no doubt that pending negotia- 
tions will have a satisfactory termination. 
He did not think the massing of Mexican 
troops near El Paso del Norte had any hostile sig- 
nificance, but was more than likely a movement 
against local insurgents. The hewspaper ac- 
counts of the situation at El Paso del Norte were, 
in his opinion, greatly exaggerated, and were 


mainly inspired by irresponsible individuals, whe 
were endeavoring to make trouble. At the War 
Department it is learned that no additional 
troops have been ordered to the Mexican fron- 
tier, and no apprehension of trouble is enter 
tained. The matter was the sunject of discus- 
sion at the Cabinet meeting to-day.. 


Et Paso, Texas, July 27.—Gov. Torres, of 
Sonora, arrived here to-day on his war home 
from the city of Mexico..:He says the Cutting 
trouble will all come out straight without in- 
volving any animosity or bad feeling between 
the two republics, and expresses himself as being 
regretful of any complications or questions be- 
tween the authorities. He said that Mexico 
must modernize her laws. El Paso del 
Norte continues full of Mexican troops. 
The higher portions of the city are plainly visible 
from the American side, and a number of troops 
can De seen busy at something or other onan 
elevation back of the historic old cathedral. It 
is thought that they are throwing up earthworks, 
for which that spot would be particularly 
adapted. The commander of the Mexican 
post is Col. Unda, who achieved quite 
areputation in the war against Maximilian, in 
which he was wounded. He is aman of letters 
anda poet. Inthe few instances where Amer 
icans have ventured there they have been sum- 
marily searched for weapons, and if any wera 
found they were taken away from them. 

The feeling among the Mexican masses is 
very bitter against Americans. They are quite 
defiant, and say it will be an_ easy 
matter for their country to whip the 
United States. They have somehow brought 
themselves to believe that the firing of the first 
gun would be a signal for the Southern States ta 
come to their assistance to revenge themselves 
upon the Northern States for the disastrous out- 
come of the great civil war. They likewise feel 
convinced that England would at once take their 
part and blockade the Atlantic and the Gulf 
States. Sefior Escapor, 
the Mexican Consul at El Paso, says that unless 
one country or the other backs down war cannot 
be averted, and, he adds, “Mexico will never 
comply with the demand that has been made. It 
it comes to that you may be sure Mexico will ac- 
cept, war first.” Sefior Escaporis pretty apt to 
speak by authority, for he is known to have 
heretofore reflected the sentiments of his Gov- 
ernment. The Chief-Justice of the State of Chi- 
huahua, Sejior F. F. Romas, has arrived at El 
Paso del Norte for the purpose of looking into 
the Cutting matter. 

Sefior Rencon, private secretary of the Gov- 
ernor Chihuahua, vesterday published a contra- 
diction of the report that made him state te 
Counsul Brigham that no more troops would be 
sent to El Paso del Norte. Hesavs he is inna 

0sition to know what movements the Mexican 
ederal troops wil! make. 

The Mexican papers published at El Paso del 
Norte, the Observador Frontera says: ‘Do you 
Americans believe that because you belong to a 
populous nation you will cause our weaker 
nation to vacillate? You think so! Do yoy 
think that by noise an hurrahs you ¢an scare out 
authorities ? Never believe it, never let it enter 
your mind. You can never impose upon the sons 
of a warlike and valiant nation.”

AN ATTRACTIVE TOWER. 
From the Electrical World. 

When the great iron tower, 1,000 feet 
high, was proposed some time ago for the Paris 
exhibition of 1889, many engincers doubted the 
feasibility of the project, judged from their point 
of view.

Ifthe troops quartered in the Ecole Mili- 
taire hard by be called out to drill, it will be all 
in vain for the commanding officer to shout “ En 
avant!” if they are paraded with the column be- 
hind them. Then all the honses in Paris will 
suffer from a St. Vitus’s dance, and, being gradu- 
ally, drawn toward the Champ de Mars, will 
finally find themselves stuck to the tower. As for 
locomotives entering Paris, it will be found im- 
possible to stop them at the various termini; 
they will rush through the city and dash them- 
selves to Ber oy: against the centre of attraction. 
These and other evils, we are told, will follow 
the erection of the great iffel tower, which 
might, indeed, be called the Teutel tower.

EUROPEANS IN PERSTA. 
From a Teheran Letter to the Pall Mail Gazette. 
Numerous Europeans have visited the 
Persian capital lately, probably attracted by 
possible complications. Then a sewing machine 
company has set upadepot, with many ma- 
chines. The company presented a magnificent 
plated machine to the Shah, but as a seamstress 
works here for fivepence a day and feeds herself 
sewing machines are not perhaps much wanted 
as yet. Many civilians and commercial men 
have passed through; but as there is no real way -. 
to recover debts in Persia these latter will most- 
ly have their labor for their pains. Consuls, not 
Armenian or Persian agents, are what the Eng- . 
lish merchants want, and they are not gratified; 
consequently trade with Persia, from England at 
least, is not Jarge. On the other hand, a Russiayv 
or German trader finds no difficulty; his debts 
are recovered. The German Minister has certain- 
ly protected his subjects to some purpose, and 
ortraits of the German Emperor and family, 
ismarck, Moltke, &c., are seen everywhere. 
Even their statues are getting pleutifal. Nearly 
every matchbox has the Prussian effigy on it. In 
fact, in the race for trade the Germans are run- 
ning the Russians hard, A young Frenchwoman 
has arrived who teaches music, giving piano 
lessons. The Naib-u-Sultaneh, the King’s third 
son, has also his pianiste. The case of the Jews 
in Persia, too, seems likely to be bettered; a He- 
brew dentist has arriyed, a physician, and a 
chemist; Dr. Albu, also a Jew, is now Professox 
of Medicine at the Royal College. i

CONFERRING THE PALLIUM. 


A GREAT RELIGIOUS DEMONSTRATION AT 
MONTREAL. 

MonTREAL, July 27.—From an early hour 
this morning the streets between Notre Dame 
Church, where the pallium was conferred on 
Archbishop Fabre, and the wharf at which the 
steamer bearing Cardinal Taschereau and party 
was moored were alive with people. At 9 o’clock 
the Cardinal, accompanied by Mgr. O’Brien, 
Papal Ablegate; Archbishops Lynch, of Toronto; 
Tache, of St. Boniface; Leray, of New-Orleans, and 
Duhamel, of Ottawa; Bishops Loughlin, of Brook- 
lyn; De Goesbriand, of Burlington, Vt.; Conroy, 
of New-York; Ryan, of Buffalo; Wadham, of 
Ogdensburg; Wigger, of Newark, N. J.; Gravel, 
ot Nicolet; MeMahon, of Hartford, Conn., 
and others left the steamer and proceeded 
to the handsome kiosk erected on the wharf, 
where addresses were to be presented. Among 
others present were Archbishop Fabre, the Hon. 
J. A. Chaplean, the Hon. Thomas Ryan, and the 
Professors of Laval University. Acting Mayor 
Grenier read an address of the City Council, 
which expressed great rejoicing at the act of his 
Holiness the Pope in elevating his Eminence to 
the Cardinalate. Cardinal Taschereau briefly 
returned thanks in French for the kind expres- 
sions contained in the address. The Rev. Father 
Dowd, the venerable Pastor of St. Patrick’s 
Church, then presented a united address from 
the Irish congregations of*the city, which his 
Eminence acknowledged in English. <A proces- 
sion was then formed and proceeded by 
way of Jacques Cartier-square and Notre 
Dame-street to the church. Notre Dame- 
street was densely packed, it being difii- 
cult to move, and the distinguished prelates 
were enthusiastically received by the dense 
throng as they passed. At the doorof thechurch 
an address was presented to the Cardinal by the 
priests of the Diocese of Montreal. His Em- 
inence, accompanied by 22 Archbishops and 
—- and about 300 priests, entered the 
church and marched in procession up the aisles, 
the orgau and the Victoria Riiles’ Band eying & 
grand march. High mass was then chanted by 
the Cardinal. The sermon was preached by 
Bishop Maes, who referred to the history of 
France and the countries throughout the world, 
and dwelt at length on the church history of 
Lower Canada. He thanked the members of the 
Roman Catholic Church in this province for their 
religious faith, and said he trusted that the 
province would svon be converted from Protesc- 
antism. In conclusion he offered up prayer for 
Archbishop Fabre. 

At the close of mass the Cardinal, who was 
provided with a seat in front of the high altar, 
placed the ring on the Archbishop’s finger, and 
then took the pallium and pinned it to his 
Grace’s shoulders, saying at the same time: 

“ In honor of God Almighty, of the blessed Virgin 
Mary, of the blessed Apostles Peter and Paul, of our 
Holy Father, and Pope Leo XIII. of the Roman 
Church, and of the Church of Montreal, which is 
contided to ron. we transmit to you the pallium 
taken from the body of St. Peter as a sign of the 
plenitude of pontifical dignity, besides the archiepis- 
copal rights, that you may uscit on the days marked 
in the privileges given you by the Hoiy See.” 

Both men were in full canonicals. The Arch- 
bishop then pronounced his first benediction as 
Archbishop, and the choir and congregation 
chanted the Te Deum. The choir was composed 
of over 300 voices, and it is estimated that fully 
17,000 persons witnessed the services. A letter 
from the Pope informing Mgr. Fabre of his ele- 
vation was also read in Latin and French. A 
banquet was given in Seminary Hall immedi- 
ately after the church services, at which over 
300 — and clergymen satdown. A,levee 
was held in the City Hail at 4 o’clock. This even- 
ing there was a general illumination, 


Ottawa, July 27.—Extensive prepara- 
tions are being made here for the reception of 
Cardinal Taschereau, who will arrive to-mor- 
row for the purpose of conferring the pallium 
upon Archbishop Duhamel. Arches are being 
erected on the principal streets, while the city is 
already assuming a holiday appearance.

NUMBER OF THE EMPLOYES OF MR. 
SQUIRE RETURN TO WORK. 

Boston, July 27.—When the doors of 
John P. Squire & Co.’s pork packing establish- 
ment at East Cambridge were opened this morn- 
ing 60 of the 750 employes who were discharged 
yesterday applied for work. In the course of the 
forenoon 15 others came and were set to work. 
Each employe who applied for reinstatement 
was requested to sign this agreement: 

“We, the undersigned, do hereby promise and 
agree that in case of being reinstated in our former 
positions we will join in no strike while in the em- 

loy of J. P. Squire & Co., and when we desire to 

eave will give proper notice.” 

The works are guarded by police, although so 
far there has been nothing for themto do. The 
men are quiet and orderly and congr te on the 
sidewalks, but offer no violencé of eny nd. They 
have chosen & committee of 36 men, divided into 
nine squads, whose duty it is to see that there is 
no excessive drinking among the discharged 
workmen. The men claim that four years ago 
Mr. Squire paid his help an average of $2 per 
day. Teamsters then got $13 per week, while 
now they get only $10 and $11. They say that 
the average pay now all through the establish- 
ment did not exceed $9 per week. What are 
termed green hands received $10 per week in 
1872; now they receive $7 50. Again, in 1872, 
a gang of 140 men killed on an average 1,300 
hogs per day. To-day, 60 men kill 2,500 for 
wages ranging from $7 to $10 per week. The 
cellar gang in 1872 received $11 per week 
where they now get but $8. A rumor which had 
gained currency to the effect that Mr. Armour, 
ot Chicago, was in negotiation with Charles H. 
North & Co., pork packers, whose works are 
situated beside Mr. Squire's, with a view of secur- 
ing Mr. North’s establishment to run in opposi- 
tion to Mr. Squire, was denied by a member of 
Mr. North’s firm to-day. 





A STEAMBOAT BURNED. 
New-Or.tEANS, La., July 27.—Fire broke 
out on the steamboat New-Iberia at Algiers to- 
day, and the vessel was entirely destroyed. The 


towboat Harry Wright, belonging to the Good 
Intent Towboat Company, and the barge Net- 
tie also had their upper decks burned off. The 
New-Iberia was insured for $10,000 in the Con- 
tinental, of New-York; Phenix, of Brooklyn;

THE ANARCHISTS’ TRIAL 


NEW WITNESSES STRENGTHEN 
THE PROSECUTION. 
NEWSPAPER REPORTERS AND OTHERS TES- 
TIFY TO THE INCENDIARY SPEECHES 

MADE BY SPIES AND OTHERS. 

CuicaGo, July 27.—At the Anarchist trial 
this morning Whitin Allen, anewspaper reporter, 
testified that he was at the Haymarket. meet- 
ing. Parsons in his speech said: ‘“ What good 
are these strikes going to do? What are you 
going to gain by them? Do you think you are 
going to gain your point? No, you will have 
to go back to work for less wages than you 
formerly received.” When he mentioned the 
name of Jay Gould some one cried, -“ Hang him; 
throw him in the lake.” Parsons said: “ No, no; 
that won’t do. If Jay Gould was put out of the 
way to-day another Jay Gould or 100 Jay Goulds 
would rise up. It is not the man, but the system, 
that ought to be destroyed.” 

A stout, matronly woman, whose ample figure 
was enfolded ina dress of white lawn, was in 
Judge Gary’s court early this morning with a 
number of bouquets. When the Anarchiste were 
brought in from the jail the woman in white 
rose in a hurry and, auickly running oveg to the 
prisoners, tendered each one of them a bunch of 
flowers. ’ 

Detective Cosgrove was one of the officers de- 
tailed to attend the Haymarket meeting. He 
testified particularly regarding the speech made 
by Parsons. The crowd present he estimated at 
2,000, and it was very uuruly and excited. Par- 
sons near the close of his speech frequently cried, 
“To arms,” which served to greatly increase the 
excitement. 

H. O. Heineman, a German newspaper report- 
er, was present at the Haymarket at 7:30 P. M. 
He saw Parsons and Schwab in the vicinity, the 
former at the corner of Randolph and Halsted 
streets. He aiso saw Balthauser Rau an hour 


later. He saw the bomb rise from the alley, and 
also saw shots tired at the police from the north. 
Spies, in his speech, began by declaring that the 
meeting was to be a peaceable one, but in his 
speech gave a version of the McCormick riot 
which tended to inflame the crowd. 

Q.—Were you formerly a member of the Inter- 
nationalists? the State Attorney asked. A.— 
Yes, Sir, replied the witness. 

Q.—When did you cease to be amember? A.— 
Two years ago. 

Q.—Which of the defendants belonged to the 
Socialists while you werea member? A.—The 
only one I knew positively was. Neebe. He be- 
longed to the same group that I did. 

Q.—Did you meet any of the defendants at any 
time? A.—Yes; Spies and Schwab, and, I think, 
Parsons. 

Q.—That was when Herr Most was here and 
made some speeches? A.—Yes. 

Q.—And it was on account of those speeches 
that you severed your connection. with the In- 
ternationalists? A.—Yes, Sir. : 

Q.—Who did you see on the wagon on the night 
of the Haymarket meeting? A.—I saw Spies, 
Schwab, Fielden, and Rudolph Schnaebert—the 
oer I knew as a member of the International- 
ists. 

The cross-examination of Mr. Heineman was 
mainly devoted to an attempt to show that the 
enthusiasm of thecrowd at the Haymarket had 
cooled down considerably before Fielden began 
his speech, and that many of those present had 
departed, partly owing to indications of a storm. 
before that time. The answers of the witness 
practically sustained this theory. 

The next witness Pp upon the stand was 
Louis Haas, a detective belonging to the Central 
Station detail. He was. an eye witness of the 
scenes of the riot, and said that as the police 
came up he heard some one in the crowd say, 
“Here come the bloodhounds; you do your duty 
and we will do ours.” 

When Percy English was called to the stand 
Spies leaned forward cagerly and his counte- 
nance bore a look of intense interest. Being one 
ot the oldest reporters on the city press, Mr. 
English was known to Spies and Parsons as a 
stenographer. Witness read a verbatim -report 
of Spies’s speech. The substance of the speech 
as produced by Mr. English was the same as 
heretofore publisbed and often referred to in the 
progress of the trial, but the reproduction of the 
exact language had a profound effect, and, as he 
heard his own denunciations of capitalists 
coupled with a precise repetition of the dark and 
sanguinary threats accompanying them, Spies’s 
face grew livid and damp with perspiration. 
The defense made use of 6very possible pretext 
to interrupt the witness with objections of every 
sort, which were generally overruled. 

The most interesting and probably the most 
valuable testimony of the afternoon was that of 
M. M. Thompson, an employe in the wholesale 
store of Marshall, Field & Co. The witness, who 
had been on business to the west side, was re- 
turning toward the river on Randolph-street, 
when the Haymarket meeting was assembling. 
Stopping near the entrance to an alley, a short 
distance from the speakers’ wagon, he saw Spies 
mount the wagon, inquire for Parsons, and de- 
scend to the ground. Shortly after Spies, accom- 

anied by aman who had been pointed out to 

im as Schwab, passed by him into the alley. 

Mr. Grinnell—Did you hear any words: spoken 
by either of the men? 

Witness—I heard the words “pistols” and 
*“‘nolice.” Then one of the men asked the other 
would ‘‘ one be enough ?” 

Mr. Grinnell—What happened then ? 

Witness—The men came out of the alley and 
went west on Randolpb-street. I knew there 
was to be speaking and followed them to learn 
where the speaking would take place.. The 
went west to Halsted-street and I followe 
Near Halsted they were joined by a third man 
whom I had not seen hefore. 

Mr. Grinnell (handing the witness a photo- 
graph of Schnaubelt)—Does this resemble the 
man whom you saw join Spies and Schwab ? 

Witness—Yes, Sir. 

Mr. Grinnell—What happened then? 

Witness—The three men started toward the 
Haymarket. I went along, and once when quite 
close to them TI saw Spies hand the strange man 
something which he putin his right-hand coat 
pion fs A moment later I passed by them and 

eard Schwab say: ‘ Now if they come, give it 
to them.” Before I was .out of hearing I heard 
Spies reply: ‘I don’t think we can, for they 
won't givt us a chance to-night.”

THE HARBOR NEEDS. 


THE CHAMBER OF COMMERCE FULLY 
EXPLAINING ATS ATTITUDE. 

The somewhat animated controversy in 

Congress regarding the position of the New- 


New-York Harbor improvements has led to a 
meeting of the Executive Committee and Har- 
bor Committee of the Chamber. President 
James M. Brown was present, with Vice-Presi- 
dent Charles 8. Smith, Cornelius N. Bllss, Chair- 
man of the Executive Committee; A. Foster 
Higgins, Chairman of the Harbor Committee; 
Henry Hentz, and B. J. Arnold. The following 


letter, written by President Brown to Congress- 
man Hewitt in answer to the latter’s recent let- 
ter, Was unanimously approved: 

DEAR SiR: Lamin receipt of your favor of July 
25, and have subinitied the same to the Executive 
Committees and to the Committee on Harbor and 
Shipping of this chamber, and beg to say that I, 
officially, the Executive Committee of the Chamber, , 


mnittee, A. Foster Higgins, Esq., ull unite in confirm- 
ing the letter of Mr. C. N. Bliss of July 23, ad- 
dressed to Senator Miller, and to which you have 
referred. We also contirm the joint resolution of the 
Executive Committee and of the Committee on Har- 
bor and Shipping of this chamber of June 10, ‘which 
was as follows: 

Reaolved, That these committees learn with pleas- 
ure and gratitude that through the efforta ot Senator 
Warner Miller an appropriation of $1,000,000 has 
been placed in the River and Harbor bill for the 
improvement of New-York Harbor, and we respect- 
fully request that such amount be placed subject to 
the direction and judgment of the Secretary of War, 
but not to be entirely confined to any one locality or 
plan of improvement. 

I assure you that in our united judgment there is 
no confilct in this Chamber as to the desired appro- 
priation. We agree with you that a commission is 
wise and desirable, but we emphaticaily support the 
desirability of the appropriatiou of the $750,000 at 
this time, and to be expended upon such = as the 
Secretary of War may spacer’: Under the wording 
of the bill T understand the Secretary of War has 
full power over the plans to be adopted as well as 
the expendituro of thissum. If thig is not carefully 
guarded in the bill,as your letter seems to convey 
that it is not, I am sure no one will object to modify- 
ing the phraseology of the bill to meet this require- 
meut. This change would, I hope, meet your present 
objections, and I trust you will see your way clear to 
make the suggested change and then giveit your 
hearty support.

To the Editor of The New-York Times: 

In answer to the torrent of letters and as- 
sertions with which the papers have been flooded 
within the last week permit me to state a few 
cold facts which may somewhat chill the ex- 
cessive ardor of those who now flatter them- 
selves that they have this matter all fixed: 

First—To the gentlemen of the Engineer Corps, 
who are so ready toimpute improper motives to 
those who desire to secure the passage of the 
bill establishing a board for this harbor, I 
recommend a little more research and reading as 
to what has taken placein the past. They will 
find in the report of the very eminent 
Board of Harbor Commissioners appoint- 
ed by the United States Government to 
consider the needs of the harbor—made 1856, 
page 45,30 years ago—a distinct recommenda- 
tion for the appointment of a permanent com- 
mission to be constituted precisely as the Cham- 
ber of Commerce has asked for. They also use 
this language: 

Itis neither necessary nor expedient that the 
members of such a general commission should be 
professional engineers. In the exercise of its judi- 
cial as well as its executive functions it can call on 
and consult engineers like other experts, and an en- 
gineer may always be appointed, as special Commis- 
sioner, to the supervision of works in actual prog- 

238. * * * Witha commission advisedly consti- 
tuted like the present [which was an engineer, anavy 
officer,and a Professor of the Coast Survey) exercising 
supreme superintendence under the laws over the 
tidal waters of the State, and making an annual re- 
peer its decisions and doings, to be submitted to 
public examination and criticism, no further injury 
could accrue to the harbor. If through an error in 
judgment or otherwise any were contemplated, it 
would be known by the report, and when known 
could be arrested. here would be no longer occa- 
sion to apprehend that this great commercial avenue 
would in any manner be destroyed or abridged.

Thirty years have elapsed, and, these wise rec- 
ommendations having been disregarded, evil 
results have steadily town on from the neglect. 
If the present attempt to remedy our evils that 
exist, andto guard against errors in judgment 
which may be proposed, fails, I shall think it 
largely due to the opposition excited and in- 
spired at this time and against this bill by United 
States engineers. I trust that the source from 
which this bill really originated will end these 
senseless insinuations as to the motives prompt- 
ing its existence. And as all important meas- 
ures can only be scrutinized and recommended or 
advised against by this board, and it does not 
propose to assume any authority not expressly 
conferred on it by Congress—its existence can 
only be an obstacle to those seeking to foree 
— to be adopted for which they fear the pub- 
icity they will have by means of this board. 

Second—I respectfully repeat the assertion that 
at this moment there exists no well detined, 
well digested, and scientific plan for the crea- 
tion ofa proper 30-foot channel into this har- 
bor. These gentlemen would have you believe 
that there is such a plan. What is it? Lieut.- 
Col. McFarland says it isa plan requiring six 
years and $6,000,000, while the distinguished 
Chief of Engineers assures Senator Miller that it 
willonly require three years and $3,000,000. 
Both refer to the reports of the United States 
Engineers, and as there is but one plan in that 
report there seoms a great discrepancy between 
these two gentlemen. If there be a new plan 
originating with tho chiet, thenit has not been 
made public; if not, then the latter is ail 
wrong in his estimate necessarily. At all 
events a discrepaucy of $3,000,000 and three 
years excites a grave suspicion that the 
plan cannot have been subjected to such an 
examination as the importance and magnitude 
of the work demands. Nor canit bea matter of 
dispute as to the propriety of the utmost scru 
tiny and examination by the entire public of the 
United States of all plans connected with this 
harbor. Itis this scrutiny which will he invoked 
by the board, if constituted, and it would seem 
thatitis to avoid this scrutiny that the billis 
opposed. It may well be asked, Whatsuperhuman 

ualities attach to the United States Engineers 
that their judgment and decision should at once 
be accepted matters so vital as_ these, in- 
volving the expenditure of millions of dollars and 
the hazard of irretrievable ruin to great harbors? 
Far is it from my desire to detract from the abil- 
ity of this distinguished corps, but in matters 
concerning harbors and channels I see no reason 
why they should or doin anywise excel the ripe 
judgment and experience of navy officers or the 

rotessors of the Coast Survey, who have made 
it a life-long study. Surely prudence and wis- 
dom demand a combination of them all, and, as 
well, business experience and mercantile wis- 
dom. And thisis what the bill now before Con- 
gress sceks to attain. I deem the puerile talk 
of the bill being a subject of ambition for 
office as simply senseless. There can be no 
oftice connected therewith to be held by an 
civilian, except at a sensible cost of time an 
trouble to him as a business man, and for which 
his only compensation will be to find himself 
assailed in character and through all * his 
cousins and aunts and connections;” and if there 
be none handy they will fabricate one for him 
promptly.

SECOND -STORY THIEVING 


HOW SEASIDE RESIDENCES 
HAVE BEEN PLUNDERED. 
ARREST IN CHICAGO OF CHARLES ENGLE, 
SUPPOSED TO HAVE DESPOILED NEW- 

PORT’S INHABITANTS. 

Charles Engle, alias Charles Warren, en- 
joys the reputation of being one of the most 
noted second-story thieves in this country. He 
was arrested at 11 o’clock on Monday night, at 
Chicago, by Superintendent William A. Pinker- 
ton, of the Western Division of Pinkerton’s De- 
tective Agency. He was turned over to Chief 
Detective Richards, of the Newport police, and a 
detective from Pinkerton’s Boston office, to be 
taken to Newport, where be is charged with hav- 
ing committed many house burglaries during the 
past three seasons. 

For the last 10 years Engle has made Chicago 
his home, and has occasionally started out on 
excursions to fashionable Summer resorts. In 
the neighborhood of Chicago he obtained the 
reputation of being a most dangerous thief. The 
police caught him once or twice, aud he was com- 
pelled to waste five years of life in the Dlinois 
State Prison at Joilet. Engle, it is said, has no 
superior in second-story thieving, and probably 
no equal. This is due parily to his expertness as 
a climber. He travels alone, and in working 
Summer resorts it is said that he usually buries 
his plunder in some convenient place a little 
outside of the thickly settled sections, so that if 
arrested none of the stolen property can be 


found on him. Then at his leisure he ships the 
stuff to some Western “ fence.” He has visited 
the suburbs of Boston, Svringfield, Newport, and 
Saratoga, and it is said that his robberies have 
been almost innumerable. 

On Aug. 15,1884, John G. Hecksher’s Newport 
residence was entered in the evening and a large 
quantity of silverware and jewelry was stolen. 
A thorough investigation was made, but no clue 
to the thief was obtained. Early in September 
of the same year the house of Robert Lenox Ken- 
nedy, at Newport, was entered through one of 
the upper windows while the family were on the 
lower tioor. An inadequate description of a sus- 
picious party was given to one of Pinkerton’s 
men and an attempt to tind the stolen property 
was made in Chicago, New-York, and other large 
cities. Finally William A. Pinkerton got a clue 
which led him to believe that the property had 
been sold in Chicago. This clue was followed up 
and resulted in recovering the property which 
was stolen from Mr. Kennedy and in securing a 
fair description of the man who sold the pro 
erty. In this description Mr. Pinkerton thought 
he recognized Charles Engle. <A search was 
made for Engle, but he could not be found. 

In 1885 Admiral Baldwin’s house, in Newport, 
was robbed of a large quantity of jewelry by a 
second-story thief, and about 10 days later, 
about nine miles from Newport, a farmer saw a 
man looking for something along the tracks of 
the Old Colony Railroad. The man said he wi 
searching fora gold watch which a friend ha 
thrown off the train. Later on that day the man 
was seen looking carefully along the side of the 
track by two others. He said he was a detective 
looking, up the Newport robbery. He went 
away, and the two men, searching on their own 
account, found some of the jewelry taken from 
the Baldwin house. Mr. Pinkerton got hold of a 
picture of Engle and sent-it to the police au- 
thorities at Newport, telling them that if they 
suspected Engle to be the man to send the nec- 
essary papers to Chicago and he would arrest 
him when he turned upinthat city. The picture 
was shown to the men who saw the stranger 
searching the railroad bed and they recognized 
it as that of the man they had seen. 

In June last a large quantity of jewelry and 

lated ware was stolen from the residence of F. 

y, Anderson, in Newport, and on July 1 Ad- 
miral Baldwin's place was again entered. Silver- 
ware and jewelry were taken, the thief getting 
in through a second-story window. A Pinkerton 
detective was then stationed at Newport. He 
became satisfied that Engle was the thief. 
Engle’s picture was recognized at a boarding 
house just outside the city. This information 
was given to William Pinkerton, of Chicago, who 
finally caught Engle. The necessary papers were 
made out, and the detectives will start for the 
East with him at once. 


TAXING BANK SHARES. 


THE CONSTITUTIONALITY OF THE STATE 
LAW BEING TESTED. 

Syracuse, N. Y., July 27.—Argument 
was heard here to-day by Judge Wallace, of the 
United States Circuit Court, on a motion for pre- 
liminary injunctions made by 35 national banks 
of the city of New York, to restrain the collec- 
tion of the taxes imposed upon bank shares for 
the year 1885, pending the issue of suits for per- 
manentinjunctions. The suits involve the con- 
stitutionality of the entire system of State taxa-- 


tion of the shares of national banks, and are 
considered the most important ever presented to 
the court upon the subject. The main point 
urged by the banks is that the State 
law violates the provision of section 
5,219 of the Revised Statutes of the 
United States, which forbids the taxation of 
shares of national banks by the several States at 
a greater rate than other forms of moneyed cap- 
italin the hands of individual citizens thereof. 
If the point is sustained it will affect the taxa- 
tion of shares of national banksin nearly every 
State of the Union, andin many States the tax- 
ation of State bank shares as well. The tax upon 
bank shares in New-York City alone is more than 
$1,000,000 a year. The banks were represented 
by Charles W. Wells and F. W. Whitridge, and 
the city of New-York by James C. Carter, 
Thomas Allison, and George 8S. Coleman, of the 
Corporation Counsel’s office, all of New-York 
City. Arguments were made by Messrs. Whit- 
ridge, Carter, and Wells. Decision was reserved. 





A WOMAN’S TERRIBLE MISTAKE. 

PITTSBURG, July 27.—Mrs. John Prill, of 
South Twenty-eighth-street, made a mistake yes- 
terday which may cost her her eyesight and dis- 
figure her face for life. She became greatly 
frightened when the terrible storm which passed 
over this section broke in its fury, and she ran to 
her bed chamber for a vase of holy water with 
which to sprinkle herself in the hope that in that 
way she might ward off impending danger. In 
the excitement of the moment and in the semi- 
darkness of the room, she missed the bottle 
in which the water was kept and seized 
one. filled with sulphuric acid. Mrs. 
Prill was nervous and she was_ not 
sparing with the terrible fluid, but dashed it in 
her face and over her head in considerable quan- 
tity. The first intimation she had of her mis- 
take was the terrible pain which the acid in- 
flicted. She cried out almost instantly in her 
anguish, and the neighbors, hearing her cries, 
Tan into the house to see what was the matter. 
They found the woman on the floor, almost 
crazed with pain. Great red blotches, the work 
of the acid, were already appearing on her face 
and neck. The physicians who attended Mrs, 
Prill say that she will in all probability lose her 
eyesight and that-her face may be distigured. 
The acid had eaten into the flesh before its 
course was staid. 





NOT WANTED HERE. 

Kate Clancy, an Irish girl about 18 years 
old, came over on the Devonia from Glasgow. 
She was not.a bad-looking girl, and not much at- 
tention was paid her until she was landed at the 
Garden yesterday. The air of this free country, 
mingled with the peculiar odor of Castle Garden, 
seemed to have a strange effect on her. She be- 
came deeply religious and took a profound in- 
terest in the spiritual welfare of all she met. 
When she was asked where she came from, how 
much money she had, where she was going, had 
she any friends, and the other questions by 
which theinspectors quickly determine a can- 
didate's tituess for the position of an inhabitant 
ot America, Kate only began to pray and cross 
herself, falling on her knees and urging her in- 
terrogators to repent and be better men. The 
inspectors were not used tothat sort of thing 
from immigrants, and quickly decided that she 
must be returned, and she will go back to Ire- 
land on Saturday.

JAMES BAILLIE HAMILTON’S BRIDE AND 
PLANS FOR THE FUTURE. 

The marriage of James Baillie Hamil- 
ton to Lady Evelyn Campbell is officially 
announced to be celebrated in Westminster 
Abbey on Aug. 10. Although the gentleman 
is of a quiet, studious nature and has 
held somewhat aloof of late from society in 
his devotion to his studies and experiments 
in acoustics, it has been known for several 
years that he expected to join the family of the 


Duke of Argyll by leading to the aitar Lady 
Evelyn, the Duke's fourth daughter. Specula- 
tion now ends nenety in the certainty that the 
auspicious event will soon occur. It may be 
safely assumed that the occasion will draw to 
the famous cathedral an assemblage representa- 
tive of the political, military, and artistic life of 
England. The high social position of the con- 
tracting parties will also insure as witnesses to 
the event a brilliant gathering of the nobility 
aud of men and women renowned in literature. 

By this alliance Mr. Hamilton will become the 
brother-in-law of the Marquis of Lorne and the 
Marehioness of Percy. e is the son of Ad- 
miral Baillie Hamilton, who was Secretary of the 
Admiralty—the post which Pepys immortalized. 
Admiral Hamilton was the sonof the Earl of 
Haddington, and his wife, lately deceased, was 
the daughter of the Duke of Abercorn. Added to 
these historical names is that of the Earl of 
Aberdeen, uncle of Mr. Hamilton, whose son, 
having adopted the life of a sailor to learn his 
duties, was lost at sea when returning home to 
assume his title. James Baillie Hamiiton is the 
favorite nephew of the Marchioness of Ossington, 
whose husband was the Speaker of the House of 
Commons for 15 years. 

After marriage Mr. Hamilton will doubtless 
continue to give uch time to his favorite study, 
especially as it may bear upon the improvement 
of his invention, the vocalion. He has _ be- 
come interested in another field, however, which 
he promises to cultivate, and which, as it is 
somewhat of a national character, will doubtless 
be the subject of much discussion away from 
Great Britain as well as near the scene of his 
work. This turn of his ambition is toward the 
establishment of acamp for the education of 
the youth of England in such useful branches 
as shall fit them to render her name 
honored in her colonies. Gen. Gordon had also 
this idea of a camp ot instruction, and what bis 
death. may have frustrated may yet be realized 
through the efforts of Mr. Hamilton. The latter 
gentleman has taken the first step in this work, 
having become the owner of an island on the 
south coast of England. where the oonditions for 
the formation and perfecting o? such a national 
school may be carried out. The project has met 
the i i tele of the best minds in England, and 
it will probably receive in future a larger share 
of Mr. Hamilton’s time than his acoustic experi- 
ments have allowed.

PLIGHT OF CIGARMAKERS. 


TENEMENT HOUSE MANUFACTURERS AND 
KNIGHTS ARRAYED AGAINST THEM. 
The members of the Cigar Manufacturers’ 
Association, most of whom run tenement house 
factories, do not like the idea of the Progressive 
Cigarmakers cutting loose from District Assem- 
bly No. 49 of the Knights of Labor, and amal- 
gamating with the Internationals. They fear 
that an amalgamation with the Internationals 
means higher wages and the abolition 
of tenement house labor. Yesterday a 


committee from District Assembly No. 49 
called at the factory of Levy Brothers, in Avenue 
C. Here they: were joined by Foreman Frank 
and Mr. Oppenheimer, who is a partner in the 
firm. The members of the tirm assembled, and 
were shown astatement which the Knights’ 
committee had drawn up, and after reading it 
the members indorsed it and allowed it to be 
read to the workmen as coming from them. The 
document stated that all persons in the employ 
of Levy Brothers who are and intend to remain 
members of the Knights of Labor could continue 
working, all others must seek employment 
elsewhere. 

The document was a surprise to the cigarmak- 
ers. Men, women, and children jumped to their 
fect and bitterly denounced the Knights, who, 
they said, sought to deprive them of their means 
ot getting a living. Finally 450 of them, roll- 
ers, bunchers, and strippers, left their benches 
and went to Diehl’s Hall, in Eleventh-street, 
where they held an indignation meeting and 
assed resolutions, which they sent to Mr. Levy. 
The resolutions stated that the hands employed 
in the shop, a8 American citizens, denied the 
right of any order to dictate what they should 
or should not do, and ye apr od they denied the 
right of the Knights of Labor to so dictate. 
Furthermore, the hands would not return to 
work until the above was assented to by the 
firm. Mr. Levy read the resolution, and then 
said that he would give them an answer this 
morning. 

A secret meeting of the Cigar Manufacturers’ 
Association was then hastily called at the Grand 
Union Hotel. The committee of the Knights of 
Labor called and ype y upon the manufact- 
urers not to reveal any of the prcceene, say- 
ing that the committee would itself publish 
whatever it would be necessary to give to the 
publ. The committee did not give a word for 
publication. It is believed that the Messrs. Levy 
will either yield to the demands of their men to- 
day and break with the Knights, or that other 
members of the association will lock out their 
men. Last evening the Progressive Union held 
a meeting and resolved notto submit tothe 
Knights.

At a time when most people have already 
taken, or are about to take, flirht from the metrop- 
olis, there is a certain amount of gratification 
in reflecting once more upon the advantages of 
staying in town.

But, 
perhaps even among these, there are many who 
Would not leave town if they could. There is 
certainly much to keep the average paterfamilias 
at home, if it be only the nuisance of consider- 
ing where to go. That is a trouble which befalls 
even the man who has a dozen invitations to 
choose from.

JOHN 


WHY HIS RELATIVES BELIEVE 
HIM INSANE. 

IMAGINING HIMSELF THE HEIR OF A. 
T. STEWART AND R. L. STUART 
AND SPENDING MONEY LAVISHLY. 

Gaunt old John Baird sat in the midst of 
a crowd of his relatives in a court room of the 
‘Supreme Court yesterday and listened eagerly 
while Algernon S. Sullivan explained to the 
Sheriff's jury the reason why he was there. His 
keen eyes danced under his broad, sloping fore- 
head, and a smile of contempt occasionally 
played around his firmly set lips. Oncein a 
while he stopped Mr. Sullivan, and, in a voice 
thickened with Scotch burrs, objected to his state- 
ments. 

Mr. Sullivan informed the jury, which was 
presided over by Commissioners A’ J. Requier, 
Thomas Wilde, and Bernard Casserly, that Mr. 
Baird’s mental condition now and for the past 
four years, and the value of his estate, were to be 
determined by them. After Lawyer Robert H. 


McClellan, of Troy, who appeared for the pur- 
pose of proving that Mr. Baird was of sufficiently 
sound mind to be allowed to care for himself and 
his property, had put if some formal objec- 
fions as to procedure, Mr. Sullivan 
said that Mr. Baird came to this coun- 
try, by way of Canada, from Scotland, 
many years ago, equipped with a big brain, 
a wonderful fund of information, and much me- 
chanical skill. He worked and prospered here, 
and the enduring monument of his skill 
and knowledge was the elevated railroad sys- 
tem, which he constructed. The soundness of 
his mind was never doubted until about four 
years ago, although he had for many years suf- 
tered from a debilitating disease which from 
time to time prostrated him. He needed a nurse 
« good part of the time, and he found a faithful 
one in’ a woman who was the com- 
panion and friend of his wife. His 
need of care was recognized by all his 
friends, and even his wife felt that, 
it she died before him, he should marry his nurse. 
His wife died in 1879, and in 1880 he married his 
nurse, having tirst helped her to get rid of an- 
other and unpleasant alliance. in 1882 he and 
lris wife went to visit his boyhood’s home in 
Scotland. There the first evidences of mental 
unsoundness appeared in his conduct. He be- 
rame interested in tracing his lineage, and he 
soon convinced himself that he was not only a 
relative, but the true heir to the estates, of Alex- 
ander T. Stewart and of Robert L. Stuart, the 
late millionaire sugar refiner. 

On his return to his home in Lexington-avenue 
he unnounced his heirship, and even went so far 
as to introduce himself into the Stewart mansion 
for the purpose of taking possession of it. It 
happened that his family physician attended 
Judge Hilton, A. T. Stewart’s Executor, and he 
eonvinced himself that this doctor, Judge Hil- 
ton, Judge Horace Russell, and others, were 
seeking to compass his death for the purpose of 
overcoming his rights. In the ramifications of 
this conspiracy he soon included his wife and 
children. Then he was overcome by a mor- 
bid religious mania. He conceived that 
he had committed an unpardonable sin_ in 
marrying a divorced woman, and he refused to 
have any relations with her. He became irrita- 
ble and unfatherly toward his children, departed 

m his usual Scotch economy by spending 
money lavishly, and atlast left his home. Then 
his children, wife, and brothers joined in a pro- 
ceeding by which he was certified to be a lunatic 
and was committed to Sanford Hall, a private 
asyhium in Flushing. Ths present proceeding, to 
have him formally declared a lunatic and put 
Into the care of the Supreme Court, was made 
mecessary by the fact that one of his brothers 

conceived him to be well enough to be free 
and had sought to procure his release on habeas 
corpus. . 

John S. Baird, one of the six children of Mr. 
Baird, and the one who has had control of his 
large estates since 1882, was the only witness 
examined yesterday. He said that his father had 
been reserved and taciturn until he came back 
from his ws A to Seotland, in 1882. Then he be- 
came voluble, and it was hard to get away from 
him when he began to talk. He changed his 
mode of careful, plain living and — in dis- 
play. He had course dinners prepared daily, and 
insisted on the members of his family sitting at 
the table for hours, to the detriment of the busi- 
ness of some of them. He talked about the 
wealth he would have. Then he became 
sleepless and would not i family 
sleep. He kept them up quoting Scripture. 
He began to spend money lavishly, buying 
horses, carriages, and silverware. His reason 
for being !avish was that he was the heir of A. T. 
Stewart and of Robert L. Stuart, and as such 
would have millions. He gave the witness a de- 
mand note for $1,000,000, and a similar note to 
his daughter Margaret. He said he would give 
the other members of his family notes for the 
same amount when he got some more paper. He 

ut a note for $14,000 into a collection basket at 

r. John Hall’s church. Afterward he included 
Dr. Hallim the couspiracy to kill him. Mineral 
poison, he insisted, was put into his clothing and 
into the band of his hat. 

When the examination of his son was brought 
to an end for the day and the inquisition had 
been adjourned until to-day, Mr. Baird ap- 
proached the Commissioners and asked to be 
heard. He then made aspeech marked by per- 
fect coherence of thought and words. It was a 
complaint against his treatment at Sanford Hall, 
where he said he did not get, for $55 a week, ac- 
vomnmodations as good as those he used to get 
when he was a mechanic paying $3 a week for 
his board. He asked not tobe sent back there 
ne the inquiry into his mental condition, 

ut to be allowed to stay ata hotel with his 
brother and a keeper. Mr. Sullivan said Mr. 
Baird's relatives wanted him to have every com- 
fort, and Dr. Barstow agreed to permit him to 
remain here with his brother and one of his sons. 


UP STAIRS AND DOWN: STAIRS. 


REFLECTIONS UPON ONE OF THE IM- 
PERFECTIONS OF CIVILIZATION. 

“Stairs,” said a young man plaintively, 
“play avery conspicuous and a decidedly un- 
pleasant rdle in my daily life. Itry my hardest 
to regard them with philosophy, and to tell my- 
self that in the process of the suns science will 
probably have done away with them. I am 
obliged to remember that by that time, however, 
Ishallbe where they will trouble meno more. 
Now,” the young man resumed energetically, 
“let me show you how I was troubled by stairs 
yesterday, which was by no means an excep- 
tional day for me: 

“T live on a top flat, to reach which I must 
mount 74 steps. Well,to begin. When I left 
home I descended these 74 steps and ascended 
34 at the elevated station where I take a down- 
town train. That makes 108 steps. When I 
reached my destination I descended 36 steps; 
that makes 144. I reached my office, where, 
—oh! for the tardiness of modern improvement— 
Thad to ascend 83 steps; that makes 227. I re- 
mainedin my office tilllunch time, when I de- 
scended the 83 steps preparatory to returning 
home for lunch; total steps, 310. To my elevat- 
ed station againI went and added 36 steps to 
the 310, making it 346. At the home station 
the total was increased by 34; that was 380. 
The 74 steps of my flat before lunch andin de- 
scent after lunch made 454. Elevated station 
again, up-town 34 and down-town 36, made 524. 
Then up to my office again brought me to 607. 

**T remained in my oefiice until evening, thank 
goodness, and then started home. By the time 
I had reached my flat my sum total of steps was 
834. LIdidnot stay home all the evening. I 
went out with my wife. We visited some friends 
who lived further uptown than we do, and, of 
course, had to patronize the inevitable elevated, 
which gets disgustly high as it approaches Har- 
lem. The two elevated trips, with the four 
lots of stairs, and the ascent and descent from 
my flat, made the sum total of steps up and down 
stairs by the time I went to bed 1,154. That is 
to say, from 9 A. M.to10 P. M.—11 hours—I 
tackled 1,154 steps, over 100 per hour. If 
you don’t think that’s enough to tirea manI 
can’t suggest anything more fatiguing. But I’ll 
think it over, and who knows but what our civil- 
ization will inspire me with an idea.” 





DOCK DEPARTMENT ECONOMY. 

For some days the employes of the Dock 
Department have gone to their posts fearing 
that before night their official heads might roll 
into the basket. The Commissioners, at execu- 
utive sessions on Thursday and Friday last, dis- 
cussed the affairs of the department, and decided 
that the force was too oo for the work to be 
done. Accordingly, about 30 laborers and a doz- 
en dock builders were informed that they were 
no longer needed, and changes were made in the 
clerical force, all tending to reduce expenses. 

“There will be more removals soon,” said 
President Sta¥k, yesterday. “I am trying to 
run this department on the same principle that 
Ido my private business, and the force must be 
reduced. There is not enough work for our pres- 
ent force.” 

One of the offices that has been abolished is 
that of the President’s private secretary. The 
incumbent has, however, been assigned to other 
duties connected with the depariment.

BAIRD’S DELUSION! 





THE DECISION OF THE COURT OF AP- 
PEALS TO BE RENDERED OCT. 4. 

It was generally believed that the Court 
of Appeais, sitting at Saratoga, would render its 
decision yesterday in the case of ex-Alderman 
Henry W. Jaehne, now in Sing Sing Prison under 
a sentence of nine years and ten months for ac- 
cepting a bribe of $20,000 for his vote in the 
Board of Aldermen in 1884 in favoz of granting 
the Broadway Surface Railroad franchise. Some 
time agoit was reported that there had been 
what wascalleda “leak” in the Court of Ap- 
peals and that it was reasonably certain that the 
conviction would be set aside and Jaehne liber- 
ated from his imprisonment. His friends were 


‘jubilant at first, and then fearful that they had 


said too much aboutit. They reached the con- 


clusion that the Judges of the Court of Appeals 
would alter their minds and affirm the convic- 
tion, owing to the publication. They looked for- 
ward to July 27 with fear and trembling. A few 
of them were hopeful that the decision would be 
in Jaehne’s favor, and they were at the District 
Attorney’s office yesterday bright and early in 
order to obtain official inte!ligence upon the re- 
sult of the court’s deliberations. Major Thomas 
Bogan, John H. Harney, and James Deignan 
were in the party. 

Throughout the city the politicians were more 
or less excited over the probable decision. They 
closely watched the tickers in the saloons, and 
some of them were bold enough to telephone to 
the Disirict Attorney’s and to the newspaper 
offices for information upon the subject. in the 
event of a decision setting aside the conviction a 
party of Jaehne’s friends would have gone to 
Sing Sing at the earliest possible moment in 
order to carry to him the joyful intelligence that 
his release was at hand. It was said that Jaehne 
himself was very hopeful of a favorable deci- 
sion, and that he scarcely slept at all on Monday 
night. Lawyer Richard 8. Newcombe, who ap- 
pealed the case for Jaehne, said that he cer- 
tainly expected the court to decide in his client’s 
favor. Acting District Attorney James Fitzger- 
ald and Assistant District Attorney De Lancey 
Nicoll said that they did not think that the court 
had had sufficient time to consider the matter, and 
did not expect a decision yesterday. Bond 
Clerk William N. Penny was instructed to send a 
telegram to E. O. Perrin, the Clerk of the Court 
of Appeals, asking him about the decision. Mr. 
Perrin replied at 3 o’clock in the afternoon that 
the court would not hand down its decision until 
Oct. 4. When this information was circulated 
Jaehne’s friends said that the outlook for Jaehne 
was good and they rejoiced. Mr. Nicoll thought 
otherwise. The boodie Aldermen laughed in 
their sleeves, knowing that District Attorney 
Martine had decided not to try any of them 
until a decision is rendered in the Jaehne case, 
and were all along satisfied that if that decision 
was favorable to Jaehne none of them would 
ever be tried. The attachés of the District At- 
torney’s office have not dared to ask for vaca- 
tions, and have been waiting to hear the verdict 
from Saratoga. Now itis quite likely that they 
will make 2 beesk tor the mountains and the sea- 
side, as over two months musi elapse before they 
can know Jaehne’s fate. 


EHRET MORE HOPEFUL. 


EVIDENCES THAT THE BOYCOTT IS LOS- 
ING ITS STRENGTH. 

The boycott on Ehret’s beer seems to have 
reached its climax, and the indications are that 
the crisis has been passed. Yesterday, as a 
TIMES reporter went up to Ehret’s brewery, in 
Ninety-second-street, near Second-avenue, half a 
dozen beer wagons, piled up with empty beer 
kegs, were being driven into the yard. In the 
office it was said that the sales yesterday 
were slightly larger than they had been for sey- 
eral days past, and the probabilities were that 
more workingmen were beginning to drink 


Ehret’s beer again. Mr. Ehret had therefore 
concluded not to discharge any more of his 
hands, and if the sales continued to increase he 
would be able to take back his old men who were 
discharged last week. 

The Executive Committee of the brewers met 
yesterday afternoon at the brewers’ headquar- 
ters at No. 2 Irving-place, and waited a long time 
for the conference committee of the Knights of 
Labor, which, however, did not appear. Mr. 
Clausen, who had met the committee, reported 
that it had censured the members of the Brewers’ 
Association for threatening to break their agree- 
ments with their men before exhausting every 
other peaceful method of settling the difficulty. 
The Knights had not declared any boycott 
against Mr. Ehret, and they would like to see 
the difficulty settled. The committee, therefore, 
proposed that the Ehret matter be submitted to 
arbitration. The brewers presentat the meeting 
expressed themselves as very well pleased with 
the suggestion of the committee of the Knights 
to arbitrate, and thought that the association 
would agree to abide by the decision of sueh a 
board of arbitration. 


WANTS TO BE CAPTAIN OF A TUG. 

Having passed a civil service examination 
and got higher marks than any other competitor 
for the place, John O. Conway thought he was 
absolutely entitled to the post of Captain of the 
steam tug Manhattan, owned by the Dock Com- 
missioners. But the Dock Commissioners re- 
fused to appoint him. His counsel, Frederick 
W. Whitridge, applied to Judge Peckham, 
in Supreme Court, Chambers, yesterday, for 
@ mandamus to compel the Commissioners 
to give Conway the place. The application 
was based on the allegations that Conway was 
entitled to the place because he had passed such 
a good examination and had been honorably 
discharged from the navy. It was declared 
that when Conway went to the Dock Commis- 
sioners and asked them to appoint him, he was 
told that political influence was being strongly 
exerted to induce them to appoint another per- 
son and that he could not get the place unless 
he counteracted that influence. He failed to 
counteract it, so the Commissioners appointed 
Charles A. Martin. 

Assistant Corporation Counsel Wickes pre- 
sented affidavits made by the Dock Commission- 
ers to the effect that Conway had borne himself 
in such a way as to indicate to them that he was 
untitted by his disposition to hold the position, 
as he was untruthful and inclined to be insub- 
ordinate. The Commissioners denied Conway’s 
statement pespocuns political influence, and de- 
nied that they had discriminated against him in 
any way. Mr. Wickes also informed the eourt 
that as the tug Manhattan was laid up indefinite- 
ly because of lack of funds, and her Captain, ap- 
pointed at the time Conway applied for appoint- 
ment had been discharged, there was no oppor- 
tunity for the Dock Commissioners to appoint 
Conway to the Captaincy of the tug. even if he 
were legally fitted for such a place. Decision 
was reserved. 








STOCK EXCHANGE TICKERS. 

President James D. Smith, of the Stock 
Exchange, received yesterday an open letter 
written to the Governors of the Exchange by 
the Executive Committee of the Commercial 
Telegram Company. Its subject is the “ticker” 
service of the Stock Exchange, which the Com- 
mercial Telegram Company believes is to be 
given over as a monopoly to the Gold and Stock 
Telegraph Company ruled by Jay Gould. The 
Commercial Company pays the Exchange 
$18,000 a year for the privilege it now has of 
competing on the floorsof the Exchange with 
the Gold and Steck Company in gathering and 
distributing stock quotations, and the Commer- 
cial Company claims to have been induced to 
spend over $500,000 in extending its plant on 
the basis of its contract with the Exchange. 

Now, though the company has discovered what 
it believes to be a plan for driving it off the Ex- 
change to leave the Gold and Stock Company in 
full possession, it denies the charges that have 
been preferred of its relations to the bucket 
shops, and avers that the bucket sheps get their 
quotations chiefly from the Gold and Stock Com- 
pany, and it asks that an investigation be made, 
*‘ giving to the officers of this company, including 
our electrician, an opportunity of being present, 
and of introducing such testimony as may be 
necessary to expose this plot.’’ 


HANGED TO A GASPIPE. 

A young servant girl employed by Anton 
Staub, who has a boarding establishment on the 
second floor of No. 175 Eldridge-street, went to 
the cellar for coal at 7 o’clock yesterday morn- 
ing and fell unconscious when she saw a man 
hanging fromthe main gaspipe by a piece of 
clothes line. Shortly after the girl was found as 
if dead, and was carried up stairs. When she 
regained consciousness she gave an alarm, and 
it was found that Adolph Steinrieder, an old 
tailor who boarded at Staub’s, had committed 
suicide.. The act was deliberate, as his weight 
had so bent the gaspipe that his toes touched 
the floor. 

Steinrieder was born in Westphalia in 1820, 
and had been in America a quarter of a century. 
He was sober and industrious until 1882, when 
his wife died. Since then he had done little 
work, and after he had dissipated a few hundred 
dollars that he had saved he was supported by 
his two sons, who live in Brooklyn. He left a 
note of farewell to them, saying that he was 
broken-hearted. 








ONLY DRUNK AND DISORDERLY. 
The supposed abduction which stirred up 
Yonkers on Monday night turned out yesterday 
morning to be simply a case of drunk and dis- 
orderly. A party consisting of three men and a 
woman froma picnicon the other side of the 
Hudson River crossed to Yonkers and hired a 


carriage to drive around the city. A few more 
dri made them very noisy, and when a lonely 
spot on North Broadway was reached the driver 
tried to put the crowd out of the carriage. The 
woman got out, but the men forced her back and 
her screams aroused the neighborhood. The cab-

OPPOSING THE ARCADE ROAD. 


«THE GROUNDS OF SUCH ACTION AND THE 


COMPANY’S ANSWER. 

The committee of Broadway property 
owners who are opposed to the construction of 
the arcade railway, under the provisions of the 
act passed by the last Legislature, is taking steps 
to prevent the beginning of the work, and the 
courts are to be applied to very soon to wind up 
the Arcade Company, on the ground that the 
law granting its franchise is unconstitutional. 
The committee consists of Edmund Driggs, Will- 
jam Waldorf Astor, 8 V. R. Cruger, Eugene 
Higgins, W. D. Sloane, O. B. Potter, George G. 
Williams, Albot® P. Man, Edward Mitchell, 
fanford Hunt, Herman H. Cammann, 
William FE. Dodge, James M. Constable, 
and Charles L. Tifany. W.N. Amory has been 
acting for the committee in visiting, personally, 
Broadway property owners, and up to yester- 
day he had secured the names of about one-third 
of them, representing property of the assessed 
valuation of $40,000,000, who will act with the 
committee. Among the better khown of these 
are E. 8S. Jaffray, the Directors of the Chemical 
National Bank, Eugene Kelly, the estate of Alex- 
ander Van Rensselaer, William H. Webb, Adéle 
L. 8. Stevens, by her attorney; the United States 
Trust Company, the Central National Bank, 
James Renwick, C. E. Detmold, Sarah Boreel, 
Henry Bilton, Mrs. Cornelia Stewart, the New- 
York Life Insurance Company, the Park Na- 
tional Bank, H. 8. Fearing, the Greenwich In- 
surance Company, Importers and Traders’ Bauk, 
John B. Dash, William ‘Astor, Frederick B. 
Jones, Trustee; C. L. Perkins, Edward Living- 
ston, Robert and Ogden Goelet, the Western 
Union Telegraph Company, the First National 
Bank, the National Bank of the Republic, and 
Amos F, Eno. 

The main objection urged to the building of 
the road, as proposed, is that great damage 
will be done to the property on Broadway «ur- 
ing its construction. ._Thomas Armstrong, the 
architect of the new Potter Building, states in 
an affidavit that the foundations of the front 
walls will have to be entirely rebuilt before the 
excavation of the street and the building of the 
whole work of the railway and subway and 
vaults for pipes can proceed. Mr. Armstrong's 
views are indorsed by other architects and mas- 
ter builders, including Samuel E. Goodwin, Rob- 
ert L. Darragh, Mare Eidlitz, George B. Pelham, 
and James Renwick. The suit. to be brought 
soon in the Supreme Court by the attorneys of 
the property owners, Judge Dillon, A. P. Man, 
and Joseph 8. Auerbach, will be for the final wind- 
ing up of the Arcade Company, and the points 
will be that under the original acts of 1873 and 
1874 the corporation was authorized to build two 
tracks, within a space 32 feet wide, under 
certain specified conditions which have never 
been fulfilled, so that no right was ever vested 
in the company to build a railroad at ail; that 
the corporate powers of. the company, if it ever 
had any, ceased to exist in 1878, and that the 
acts of 1881 and 1886, passed after the consti- 
tutional amendment forbidding the Legislature 
to grant special franchises to build railroads, are 
unconstitutional and void. Finally, it will be 
denied that the company ever had the right to 
build the proposed arcade railroad. 

The officers of the arcade railroad express no 
fear of the movements of the opposing property 
owners. ‘To counteract the opinions of thearehi- 
tects quoted above, they have the opinions of 
Gen. John Newton and Gen. George B. McClel- 
lan, declaring that but. little, if any, damage will 
result to the buildings by the excavation. With 
regard to the constitutionality of their franchise, 
they say that the same arguments now brought 
forward were used before the Legislature and 
the Governor, but the Legislature passed the bill 
and the Governor signed it, and their lawyers 
claim that it is constitutional and valid.

BRICKMAKERS LOCKED OUT. 


DISAGREEMENT BETWEEN BOSSES AND 
MEN AT VERPLANCK. 

A lockout in 11 of the 13 brickyards at 
Verplanck yesterday morning put nearly 900 
hands out of work. This meant that the slender 
income of that community has fallen off $1,000 
and wiil continue to be withheld at that rate per 
day, until a better understanding shall be reached 
than has lately prevailed between the bosses and 
the men, On the surface the trouble has come 
from an attempt to secure and maintain better 
wages. The men say that is the main trouble, 
but that other reasons helped to bring on the 
present situation. 

As the result of long agitation, the bosses and 
the men made an agreement on April 27, by 
which the making of 21,000 brick was to con- 
stitute a day’s work; the men were to quit work 
at 4 o'clock on Saturday; they were to receive 
their wages every two weeks, and to spend them 
to suit themselves and where they pleased, and 
they were to be paid an advance of 124 cents 
per day over the highest wages of last \ ear, mak- 
ing an average advance of over 10 percent. As 
the bosses own stores there, on which they were 
in the habit of giving orders for goods to the 
men, in lieu of wages, and as a day's work before 
that had meant all that every one could do be- 
tween dawn and dark, the agreement promised 
relief to the men in the way of labor, and the 
happy prospect to those of them who ran the 
brick machines of making as much as $12 a week. 
Other workmen, less skilled, and boys earned 
from 60 cents to $1 50 a day. 

With the privilege of trading where ‘hey liked 
many of the hands abandoned the stores of the 
bosses. They began to talk of starting for them- 
selves a co-operative store. The men say that 
the shrinkage of profits from this cause alone 
made the bosses regret their agreement almust 
as s00n as it was signed. At any rate, in about a 
month wages began to slide backward in some of 
the yards. The men objected, and wanted to 
arbitrate again. Bad business was pleaded by 
the bosses. For a while both sides talked of 
negotiation, but as the prospect kept fading the 
men looked about for means to restore it. Con- 
sequently ina tew days the mail to Verplanck 
brought to the 11 hagg.ing bosses circulars 
signed by some of the largest buyers of brick and 
builders in this section, representing the bulk of 
their custom. Here is the form of the circular: 

“Having received information from a reliable 
source that the agreement signed by the brick man- 
ufacturers of Verplanck, N. Y., and their employes, 
is not being lived up to by the said manufacturers, 
andas we want notrouble with our employes, we 
hereby give you timely notice, if the matter is not at 
once settled with the employes, brick manufactured 
by you cannot be used by us.” 

This wasa bombinthe camp of the bosses. 
They had learned that danger was to be feared 
also from another source, as the men had been 
arranging with the Boatmen’s Union to refuse to 
load or unload brick for any of the recalcitraut 
bosses, Matters having thus reached such a 
pass that it became a question whether the men 
or the bosses were running the business the 
bosses decided to putit toa test by a decisive 
step. Yesterday’s lockout was the result. 

EF. F. Donovan, of the State Board of Arbitra- 
tion, and Committeeman Shields, of the Montauk 
Protective Association, some of whose members 
helped frame tbe April agreement, will go to 
Verplanck to-day, probably, to see what can be 
done toward an adjustment. 





FIGHT OVER A CARD TABLE. 

George Meyer, of No. 11 Bowery, and 
Charles Hoffman, of No. 196 Chatham-street, 
were arrested shortly after midnight Monday 
night on Division-street on a charge of having 
stabbed James Doyle, a truckman, of No. 7 Rut- 
gers-street. At the Essex Market Court yester- 
day an officer stated that Doyle had been play- 
ing cards in a saloon at No. 32 Division-street, 
and had quarreled with his opponent. Blows 


were struck, and Doyle ran out of the saloon, 
followed by the other man. Hoffman and Meyer 
met him on the sidewalk and took sides against 
him. Doyle was stabbed in the eye, and taken to 
the Gouverneur-Street Hospital. A certificate 
from Dr. Brandon, the hospital physician, stated 
that the wound was a deep one, and that the 
blade of the knife had brokeninit. The man 
was in a dangerous condition. 

Coroner Eidman went to the hospital and took 
Doyle’s ante-mortem statement, ‘The latter said 
that the quarrel was started between Charles 
Burshoff, a friend of his, and one of the men at 
the card table. He had tried to stop them from 
fighting. One Michael Sullivan aiso got into the 
quarrel, and all backed out into the street. 

oyle chased one of the men down the street, 
but did not catch him. When he returned he 
fought with two menin the street, and one of 
them stabbed him. He did not know who either 
of the men were. 

The prisoners were each held in $2,500 bail to 
await the result of the injuries.

THE SPECIFICATIONS OF THE WORK TO 


BE READY NEXT TUESDAY. 

The contract between the Electrical Sub- 
way Commission and the Consolidated Telegraph 
and Electrical Subway Company, which was 
provisionally awarded a short time ago, was 
yesterday formally signed, sealed, and delivered 
in tripiicate, the company retaining one copy 
and the Commissioners the others. The meeting 
at which the signatures were attached was 
somewhat delayed by the absence of the com- 
mission’s counsel, Daniel L, Gibbens, who, when 


he appeared, announced that he had been unable 
before to perfect the arrangements with Edward 
Lauterbach, the counsel for the contracting com- 
pany. Mr. Gibbens then handed one copy of the 
contract to Mr. Flower, another to Mr. Hess, and 
proceeded to read aloud from the third copy. 

The document: was a very voluminous one, in- 
cluded in it being all the correspondence that 
has passed between the commission and the com- 
pany as well asthe form of contract and the re- 
marks made by Mr. Gibbens at the meeting of 
the commission held on July 22, in which the 
counsel bound the contracting company to an in- 
terpretation of the contract as intended by the 
commission. These remarks were formally in- 
dorsed by the Board of Directors of the company, 
and by resolution were ordered to be incorpo- 
rated into the contract to be signed. It took 
Mr. Gibbens some time to read the document, 
and while he was thus engaged the Commission- 
ers and Mr. Lauterbach followed the counsel by 
reading the other copies, ~~ 

When Mr. Gibbens had concluded a resolution 
was adopted that the commission and the com- 
Re y do proceed to formally sign the contract. 

he Hon. Roswell P. Flower signed first, then 
Mr. Hess, and last came Mr. Moss. President 
Henry Fitzhugh and Secretary William J. Sefton 
aigued for the contracting company. The Com- 
missioners, after signing and attaching their 
seals, acknowledged before-a notary public that 
they were Commissioners on Electrical Subways 
and signed the contract assuch. On motion of 
Mr. Hess Mr. Moss was authorized to sign as 
Secretary of the commission. :
